Swing in his home on the Lake-Shore drive. 
LE read the report of theremarks attributed 
to Patton, printed in Tan Trisune of this 
morning,” said Prof. Swing. I guess there 
is no doubt Patton spoke as he is reported, or 
in the same vein. Three years ago I received 
a letter from a young student at Princeton, 
in which he wrote that the night before, at a 
prayer-meeting ofthe studerits, Patton had 
delivered the lecture or opinion printed in 
this morning’s Ta1sunz. The student was a 
shorthand reporter and wrote that he had 
taken down the lecture verbatim. He sent 
me only the substance, but it corresponds 
with the report in Tun Trisunz. The young 
man knew, of course, that Patton had pros- 
ecuted me for the very same notion. In fact 
one of the points nade by Patton in that talk 
covers the twelfth article of his arraignment 
of me for heresy. 


Objected to Publication. 

“The young man took his report to Patton 
the next morning and asked Patton if he had 
any objection to the publication of the report. 
Patton threw up his hands and said certainly 
he objected. He told the young man that the 
remarks made in the prayer-meecting were 
those of Patton individually and not those of 
Patton of Princeton. He begged the young 
man, so the young man wrote to me, not to 
make public the report. The student wrote 
me that he had promised Patton the report 
should remain from public view, and of course I 
regarded his wish. So you see the event is one 
Ihaa hoped for. The student wrote me in the 
same letter that many of the students of 
Princeton were on the broad side. 

What will be the effect?“ 

* Patton will deny the correctness of the re- 
port, or he will write a note—he’ll do that 
anyway—in which he will say just what he 
told the student, that he spoke as Patton the 
man, and not as Patton the Presbyterian. 
Patton is a man who doesn’t think there is 
any inconsistency in that. When he ar- 
raigned Dr. Briggs he arraigned him because 
he, Briggs, did not subscribe, or rather flew in 
the face of, answer to question twenty-seven 
in the Westminster Catechism. The question 
is: 
*** What benefits do believers receive from 
Christ at death?’ 

The answer in the catechism is: i 

„The souls of believers are, at their death, 
made perfect in their holiness, and do imme- 
diately pass into glory: and, their bodies be- 
ing still united to Christ, do rest in their 
graves till the resurrection.’ 

„Now, that is simon-pure Presbyterian- 
ism, and Patton cannot, as a Presbyterian, al- 
low any dissent. But Patton, as a man, can 
say tothe contrary. Of course this was not 
the sule cause for the arraignment of Briggs, 
but it is pertinent at this timo, because Puat- 
ton stands upon that ground. He told the 
student who took down the report that he, 
Patton, was groping in the dark and wasn’t 
sure, and that was another reason why he did 
not want to have the report printed. 

. Pattan’s Indictment of Swing.

FRAUD AT THE ASYLUM. 


STOREKEEPER J. A. CELLA CHARGED 
WITH ROBBING THE COUNTY. 


A Warrant for His Arrest Issued at the In- 
stance of Three Commissioners—Locked 
Up at Harrison Street Station—That Con- 
tract with J. T. Nash & Co.—Coal Said to 
Have Been Paid For but Never Deliv- 
ered—tx-Ald, O’Brien’s Connection with 
the Firm. 

The exposure of alleged corrupt practices at 
the County Poorhouse culminated last night 
in the arrest of John A. Cella, the store- 
keeper. 

The arrest precipitates the first new sensa- 
tion in the investigation of the methods in 
vogue at the County. Poorhouse and Insane 
Asylum. At the meeting of the Public 
Service committee of the County Board 
Friday afternoon Commissioners Green 


and Stauber exploded a bomb amongst 
the Commissioners by charging gross 
irregularities at the poorhouse. They 


said the meats furnished the county were far 
below the grade stipulated by contract. There 
were other charges, too, and an investigating 
committee was appointed. 

Yesterday morning the committee visited 
the poorhouse. It was prepared to look into 
meat contracts and inquire into the 
charges against the medical department 
of the infirmary. The committee had 
no idea there were irregularities 
the departments, Before the Commis- 
sioners had been long on the ground they 
heard soinething that caused great s irprise 
among them. They sent for Jerry Kelleher, 
the coal weigher at the asylum. He was ques- 
tioned. The statements he made caused a pro- 
found sensation. They tended toward the 
point that Storekeeper Cella had doctored the 
books so far as the receipts of coal were con- 
cerned. Kelieher said Cella had taken his 
books and made alterations. These changes, 
he alleged, made it appear that the County 
Poorhouse had received more coal than was 
actually delivered. 

implicated the Coal Contractors. 

The coal contractors, J. T. Nash & Co., had 
been delivering coal since July 1, and Kelleher 
— that this rm was implicated in the 
affair. 

The Commissioners, on hearing Kelleher’s 
story, decided to have Cella arrested at once. 
It was evening when the investigating com- 
mittee reached the city. After a short con- 
ference Messrs. Lieb, Stauber, and Green 
went before Judge Brentano, who was issuing 
naturalization papersin his court, and swore 
out a warrant for the arrest of Cella, charg- 
ing him with willful and corrupt malfeas- 
ance in the discharge of duties as storekeep- 
er. The warrant was placed in the hands 
of the City Detective Department, with orders 
to segve at once. 

Late last night Detective Broderick went 
to the poorhouse, and found Cella in bed. It 
was then 11 o’clock. The officer and his 
prisoner reached the Central Station at 1 
o'clock. Cella was searched, placed in a 
patrol wagon, and taken tothe Harrison Street 
Police Station. He made no effort to secure 
a bondsman, for special bail could not be 
given for the offense charged in the warrant, 
and no one but Judge Brentanocould approve 
his bond. He settled himself comfortably on 
a seat in one of the cells and with a smile and 
an appearance of ease declared his inno- 
cence. 

At the station Mr. Cella said, with the air of 
a man who fee s confident of being acquitted 
ofacriminal charge, I'll get out of this, 
meaning his arrest. They have nothing to 
hold me for. 
een arrested. I heard this afternoon that 
they were after me. and I did not leave the 
Insane Asylum. I had plenty of chance to 
get away if I had wished to, but, being inno- 
cent, I staid at my post till the officers came 
for me.”’ 

Lou are charged with having falsified coal

When the contracts for furnishing coal to 
the county were under consideration by the 
board and the bids were opened there was one 
from the tirm of J, T. Nash & Co. Their bid 
for the furnishing of soft coal was so much 
lower than the other bidders that the suspicions 
of some of the members of the County Board 
were aroused. Their bid was $2.43 per ton to 
all the institutions, which was some 10 cents 
per ton lower than the bid of Weaver, Getz 
& Co., the next lowest bidders. From all the 
other bidders came the «ry This coal cannot 
be furniehed for this price without losing 
money. So said sume of the board members. 
Still they agreed it was none of their 
business if the firm did lose money so long 
as they lived up to the specifications. 

The identity of J. T. Nash & Co. was the 
question that arose. Every bidder except 
J.T. Nash was before the committee to at- 
tend to his interests. It was finally decided 
to investigate the responsibility of the firm 
and a committee was appointed for that pur- 
pose. It spent several days trying to discover 
the office of J. T. Nash & Co., but was un- 
successful. For all the board knew J. T. 
Nash & Co. might be some mythical person- 
ages. It found, however, two men who 
said they were going on Nash’s bond if he got 
the contract, and as security they were con- 
sidered good. The matter dragged along 
through several meetings and caused hot dis- 
cussions. | 

Mr. O’Brien Was the Company. 
Finally, and to the surprise of every one, 
Ald. O’Brien appeared at one of the 
meetings and he had the much-looked 
for Mr. Nash with him. Mr. O’Brien 
said he himself composed the com- 
pany” and stood ready to fulfill the 
contract to the letter if the firm should 
be given it. When asked how it was that the 
firm could furnish the coal at a lower price 
than any one else, Mr. O’Brien told of a mine 
which was in the hands of a receiver, and the 
firm had control of it. It had the coal and 
had to get rid of it and was almost willing to 
lose money to the county. 

Several of the Commissioners worked hard 
to get the board to let the contract to some 
“reputable well-known firm,” arguing that 
trouble would result if the contract was given 
to Nash & Co. Mr. Struckman and others 
worked hard for Nash & Co., with the argument 
of “lowest bidder.” The firm was finally 
given the contract.

The committee visited the butcher shops at 
Dunning and inspected the meat. Commis- 
sioner Stauber remarked that some of it wus 
unfit fur a dog to eat.” The discharged 
butcher, George Weisenberg, was examined 
at length, and maintained that the beef was 
apparently good when received. He denied 
the boodle charges, as did other witnesses. 
He had often rejected meat, which he would 
not have done had he been in league with the 
contractors. Nothing .was discovered to 
substantiate the charge of boodle in 
the meat contracts and no one 
was found except Mrs. Franks, who had heard 
that Storekeeper Burns and Butcher Sterland 
had fought over the spoils. Mrs. Franks said 
she had heard Sterland say that he knew 
enough about Burns to send him over the 
road. She had also heard him say that there 
were “loose bills flying around and he 
wanted some of them. 

During the committee’s visit to the poor- 
house Mrs. Franks, formerly the housekeeper 
at the poorhouse, whom Supt. Pyne re- 
cently dismissed, made charges against the 
moral chara¢ter of Supt. Pyne. 

The committee will continue its investiga- 
tion Monday, when more sensations are ex-

AMERICANS STABBED IN THE BACK 
BY THE’ COWARDLY CHILEANS, 


Details of the Encounter Betweer the Crew 
of the Baltimore and the Chilean Men- 
of-War’s Men in the Streets of Valpa- 
ralso— Bontswain's Mate Regan Liter- 
ally Cut to Pieces—American Officers 
Insulted—Status of Political Refugees. 

SPECIAL gat 

VaLParaiso, via Galveston. Oct. 17.—Here 
are further particulars of the shooting affray 
between the sailors from the Baltimore and 
the Chilean man-of-war’s men in the streets 
of this city yesterday: Liberty was given the 
American sailurs yesterday for the first time 
since the change in the government. The In- 
tendente assured Capt. Schley of the Balti- 
more that full protection would be given the 
men, 

The feeling between thé American and 
Chilean men-of-war’s men, however, has been 
running very high. The row between the Bal- 
timore sailors and the Chileans first broke out 
on a wharf, but was stopped before it assumed 
serious proportions by some of the more pru- 
dent of the Americans. The quarreling 
sailors, however, later in the day again 
met, this time in one of the numerous sa- 
loons, and, as beth sides had been drinking 
freely, the fight was soon renewed. The 
Americans had to fight on the defensive all 
the way back to their ship. At the different 
street corners infuriated mobs of Chilean 
soldiers and rabble fell upon them. The news 
of the trouble quickly spread all about the 
city, to judge from the crowds that poured 
down upon the Yankee iads from ali quar- 
ters. 

The Result of Concerted Action. 

It seems evident now that the row was the 
result of concerted action, the culmination of 
the intense ill-feeling that has all along been 
evidenced against Americans, Whenever 
Chilean men-of-war'’s men met the Balti. 
more’s sailors fierce fights resulted. The 


Americans were few in number, but 
they made a plucky and determined 
resistance, They fought back to back with 


their fists only as weapons. They kept to- 
gether as long as possible, but at length were 
separated by superior numbers and dispersed. 
They, however, rallied again in little squads, 
which all joined together. Still they were 
very much outnumbered by the Chilean 
sailors, who were urged om by the 
rabble which poured down upon the 
Americans from all the side streets. 
The Chileans used their knives all through the 
fights and in a most cowardly fashion, too, 
for, in every instance where an American 
sailor was wounded, the stab thrust was in 


his back. 
Stabbed in the Rack. 


Boatswain’s Mate Regau. receiving one of 
these stab wounds from behind, fell, 
covered with blood. The cowardly Chileans 
threw themselves with their knives upon 
the prostrate man, and repeatedly cut him 
in the neck and stamped upon him until he 
was dead, which was in a few moments. An- 


and locked the door. Che frenzied mob rushed 
after him with cries of Kill the Yankee.”’ 
They hammered upon the door, demanding 
that it should be opened, so that they might 
take the Yankee’s life.“ 

The frightened residents of the house at the 
same time were doing all in their power to 
push the unfortunate eailor out into the 
street again, but he fought with all the desper- 
ation of one whose life was at stake, and so 
euccessfully that beforethe mob could get at 
bim the police, who had at last heard of the 
‘affpay, and had been ordered to quell it, ar- 
rived and rescued hitm from the fury. “Of his 
would-be murderers. All the streets 
were now choked with surging masses of 
Chileans who were thirsting for the blood of 
the Yankees. The throng was so thick that 
the tramway had to stop rupning, The Amer- 
ican officers who were on shore were sought 
out and informed of the fracas. Jointly with 
the police they finally succeeded in securmg 
order, but it was a difficult undertaking. It 
was then found that besides the killing of 
Boatswain’s Mate Regan six other sailors had 
been wounded.. Ten Chileans had been taken 
to the hospital suffering from stab wounds 
probably inflicted by their own countrymen. 
Two of the Americans are seriously injured. 
One Chilean was killed. Thirty Americans 
were taken into custody and are now in jail. 
The greatest excitemert prevails throughout 
Valparaiso today. The affray is the univer- 
sal theme of excited conversation. American 
sailors went ashore with the Baltunore's offi- 
vers, guarding them in the face of a crowd 
which was wild with rage. The Captain and 
officers of the port are helping to maintain 


order. 
American Officers Insulted. 


Insults were heaped upon the officers of the 
Baltimore, which they have endured with the 
utmost forbearance and dignity. After stand- 
ing ready, in spite of the murderous threats 
shouted at them, to protect their men at all 
hazards, and after seeing that every one of the 
Baitimore’s crew was safely in the ship’s 
boats, they returned to the city. Ail along the 
Mole they were cheered by the better classes 
of the Chileans and by the foreiguers in Val- 
paraiso for their pluck and determination 
throughout the struggle. 

Boatswain’s Mate Regan will be buried to- 
morrow from the Baltimore with military dis- 
play. It is not expected that any trouble will 
ensue although it will be election day, for 
despite the drunken courage of their man-of- 
war's men the Chilean authorities have a 
wholesome respect for the American flag. 

The Status of Refugees. 

Minister Egan today delivered a dispatch to 
the Provisional Minister of Foreign Affairs 
clearly defining the status of tLe political 
refugees now in the American tion. In 
the document he cites copiously precedents 
for his course in extending an asylum to these 
persons and defines his rights. He also gives 
reasons why his demand for the safe conduct 
of the refugees should be granted. He calls 
attention to a special case in point where a 
Peruvian political refugee fled to the Chilean 
Legation in Lima for protection.. The Pe- 
ruvian Government insisted upon the surren- 
der of the man, but the demand was refused 
by the Chilean Minister, who, at the same 
time requested a safe conduct for the refugee 
aboard a Chilean vessel. His request was 
granted, and the refugee was removed to a 
Chilean gunboat at Callao. There will proba- 


bly be no reply to Minister Egan's 
communication by the Juuta until 
after the elections. The entire corre- 


spondence between the Junta and Mr, 
Egan furnishes a noteworthy review of the 
rights of political refugees under the protec- 
tion of foreign legations. The hopes of the 
Conservatives are considerably reduced. In- 
stead of the fifty-five Deputies whom they 
had claimed they now say that the number 
will not exceed forty-seven. If the Conserva- 
tive party gains the result will be that the 
inimical feeling against the Onited States will 
be intensified.

170 Clark street, the third floor of which 
should accommodate thirty-six voters. There 
are eight rcoms on this floor, but 
the woman who is spoken of by the 
chambermaid as the boss was out every 
time the reporter called and the names of the 
roomers could not be obtained. The second 
floor was formerly a recreation room, where 
men of a sporting disposition were wont to 
congregate before Mayor Washourne started 
the crusade against gambling. The * look- 
out,“ a loose panel in the door, is now dust- 
covered and there is no one left to answer a 
ring of the bell. 

At the Arcade Hotel, No. 164 Clark street, 
only eight of the thirty-six registered could be 
found. As in many other places, the clerk had 
never heard of many whose names appeared 
on the lists as being from that place, 

Not at the lodging-houses alone is there evi- 
dence of a stuffed registration list. 
Over on Fifth avenue near the 
new Wisconsin Central depot there are 
certain discrepancies that can be ac- 
counted for only on the hypothesis that the 
fine Italian hand of u good Democrat has 
been at work on the list. Nineteen are regis- 
tered from Nos. 855 and 357 Fifth avenue 
but ten men 21 years old and better were all 
that couid be discovered in the two numbers. 
Eight of these names were on the list. There 
were four men at Nos. 379 and 381 Fifth 
avenue, but the registration list credits the 
house at these numbers with thirteen voters. 
This proportion was maintained in nearly all 
the houses in the neighborhood. At No, 280 
Fifth avenue there should be eleven registered 
voters, every one of whom gave the registra- 
tion clerk a name suggestive of the Emerald 
Isle. There are Italians at that number now, 
and the woman who held sway over the dark- 
skinned olive branches laid claim to only one 
husband, and no sons, relatives, or boarders,

Sherman street, between the start on Van 
Buren street and where it gets over the ward 
line down towards the big iron viaduct, has 
nearly enough voters credited to it to give it 
representation in the State Legislature.

From the Atlantic Hotel, No. 160 Van Buren 
street, corner of Sherinan street, there are 
thirty registered as voters. Twelve are there 
now. W. J. Kew is the 57 prietor of a saloon 
and rooming house at No. 162 Van Buren 
street, from whose place fourteen voters are 
registered. -Mr. Kew has a list of lodgers pre- 
pared which he produced, and this list has 
thirty-oue names enrolled on it besides his 
own, and all of them are entitled to vote ac- 
cording to his story. 

At No. 183 Washington street there should 
be nine voters; there are three at No. 198 
Washington street. Six of the thirteen reyis- 
tered were found. 

Humanity and Bananas Mixed. 

It is probable that the Union League club 
mem bers have no call acquaintance with 
their neighbors. In the basement of No. 10 
Fourth avenue are swarms of Greeks, together 
with stacks of the bananas «f commerce. The 
odor is frightful, yet the Greeks thrive and 
the fruit sells. in one room, into which the 
sunlight hasn't shone for years, seven men, 
two boys, and a ton of fruit were found. The 
room is but 10x12 feet in dimensions, Fifteen 
voters are registered from No. 10. There are 
in the entire house but eleven men whose age 
would entitie them toa vote. At No. 1004 
there are five registered with but three in- 
mates of legal age. 

The records show that fifteen men inhabit 
No. 15 Third avenue. The fact, as given by 
those in the house, is that but six men live 
there. But one of their names is on the poll- 


Over in State street the basement lodging- 
house is a familiar feature. The thoroughfare 
also abounds in cheap hotels above ground. 
From Jackson street to Eldridge court it 1s 
perhaps the most thickly populated part of 
the city. Its political prominence is due 
largely to the zealous efforts of Sol Van Praag. 
It is unwise to attempt the indiscriminate dis- 
semination of Republican doctrine anywhere 
between the points mentioned. 

At No. 525 is a cellar bed-house kept by R. 
G. Rounds. There are thirteen regular 
lodgers claimed by the proprietor. Five of the 
names given are on the list of registered 
voters, which reaches the unfortunate number 
of thirteen. No. 533 State street affords much 
opportunity for investigation for the practical 
student in politics. It was said that at the 
outside there were but seven men living there. 
Nineteen are registered us voters. The name 
of one of the 88 in mates of the block ap- 
pears on the sheet of voters in the Seventeenth 
Precinct. 

From the same list is drawn the conclusion 
that fourteen men who live at No, 565 State 
street are entitled to vote. There are that 
many in the block, but the names of none as 
given correspond with those on the books. 

Eight men register from No. 521. Five live 
there. The name of oneappears on the list. 

At NG 515-519 two men out of a registration 
of five were fuund. In the cellar at this num- 
ber is another lodgmg-house which has been 
recently established. It will unquestionably 
furnish its full quota for registration Tuesday. 
There are fifty-two beds in the place, 

» have twenty-one beds in my hotel, said 
the proprietor of the Rawlins House at No, 
499 State street. Most of the boarders are 
bridge builders and are in and out of the city. 
I can’t give the names of any regular inmates 
except myself and my help. There were thirty- 
three voted from pi ogre last fall.”

Out of nine registered from No. 488 State 
street the name of one was found to compare

No regular 
boarders- were claimed by the proprietor’s 
wife, yet the registration list contains the 
names of ten. 

Twelve men are registered from No. 474 
State street. The proprietor of the resort 
says three live there. None of these three ap- 
peur to have given their names to the registry 
clerks. From No. 452 State street thirty-six 
names ate registered. are but four 
rooms in the houseand the names of but three 
men who live there could be learned.

Precinct Registry Boards to Hold a Session 

from 8 a. m. to 9 h. m.—No ‘Certificates 
of Removal Necessary — Can’t Evade 
Jury Service — Women Preparing to 
Make a Test of the New Law—Organiza- 
tien by the Women of ‘Hyde Fark 
Other Political Matters. t 
Tuesday is the only day of registration pre- 
ceding the coming election. The Registry 
Boards will meet in the various precincts at 8 
o’clock a. m. and remain in session until 9 
o'clock p. m. An important change in the 
matter of registration under the new law is 
that no certiflaates of removal are required. 


The fact that a voter is registered in the pre- 


cinct which he has left shall not prevent him 
from being registered in the precinct into 
which he has removed, provided he is other- 
wise entitled to be registered in the new pre- 
cinet. It is the duty of the judges, however, 
to question the applicant as to whether he 
is registered in any other precinct. The ob- 
ject of this change is to relieve the voter of 
the trouble of going to the poling place of 
the precinct from which he has removed and 
getting a certificate of removal. 

Another matter which is of great impor- 
tance is that every applicant who has com- 
menced to reside in a precinct, but who has 
not been a resident of the precinct thirty days 
the day of registration, is entitled to be 
registered, providing he shall have been 
in the precinct thirty days the 
day of election. This is also true in refer- 
ence to persons who will attain the age of 21 
years between the day of registration and the 
day of election. Such persons are entitled to 


register if otherwise qualified. A person | 


claiming to be an elector of a precinct who, 
upon application, is denied the right of regis- 
tration may within two days after such denial 
of registry make and sign an application in 
writing under oath to the Board of Election 
Commissioners, the form beimg prescribed 
in the new law. 
Revision of the Registry List. 

Next Saturday the Registry Boards will meet 
at the polling places in the various pre- 
cincts from 6 o'clock p. m. until 10 o’clock, 
for the purpose of revising the registry, but 
no new names can be added. If any person 
who has received a notice to appear before the 
board to show cause why his name should not 
be erased trom such registry shall appear he 
will be required to make oath and sign an 
affidavit that he is a qualified voter. This 
affidavit will be filed with the Election Com- 
missioners and persons whose names have 


been erased may make application in writing 


to the Election Commission within two days 
thereafter to be restored. 

Legal voters who neglect to 2 cannot 
escupe jury service. Ihe new law provides 
that withiu thirty days after the election the 
Board of Election Commissioners shall turn 
over the “verification lists to the Clerk of 
the County Board, to be used by the County 
Board in the preparation of jury lists. The 
law requires that it shali be the duty of the 
County Board to carefully keep the lists 
and from the legal voters of such 


lists of names not registered first prepare the 


jury lists, and after these have been exhausted 
to prepare the jury lists from the registered 
voters. Heretofore it has been the practice to 
make up the jury lists from the registered 
voters. Underthe new law the canvassing 
clerks are required in making their canvass to 
prepare a list of all legal voters: who are not 
registered.

A Woman Who Was Naturalized Previous 
to 1870 Being Searched For. 


The women who are anxious to open the 


tion do not propose to be shut ont on the mere 
say-so of a few politicians. They intend to 
test the new law for all there is in it. 

Catherine Waugh McCulloch, Superintend- 
ent of Legislative Work for the IIHucis Equal 
Suffrage Asecciation, is anxious to find a 
woman who will tra.n to make a test case. 
She wants a woman who was naturalized 
prior to 1870 and is a citizen of the State, to 
offer to register and vote 
ing school election, to call or communicate 
with her at her office, Room 1167 Rookery 
Building, Monday. Although Mrs. McCulloch 
and her colaborers have searched diligently 
they have failed tofind such a woman. Women 
naturalized prior to 1870 appear to be scarce, 
especially one whois willing to be made the 
subject of a sensation. 

If such a woman can be found Mrs. McCul 
loch will give her minute instructions how to 


act and what to say so that no mistake will be 
| pursue in case they met a refusal on the part 
| Of the election judges. 


made. If the woman is refused the privilege 
of casting a ballot after doing all that is re- 
quired by law, then the matter will betaken into 
the courts forsettlement. According to the law 
any woman who was a citizen of the State 
prior to 1848 or was naturalized prior to 1870 
or “who is a male citizen can vote. Mrs. Mo- 
Culloch is in doubt if the Legislature can 
grant suffrage to women without an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. However, the asso- 
ciation is rendy to spend money in carrying 
the matter through to the higher courts that 
it may be settled once for all. 

There is one thing certain,“ remarked an 
associate of Mrs. McCulloch ; “if we can find 
a woman who is willing to make a test case 
of herself she will become a character in po- 
litical history.“

Election Commissioner English was not

NOT THE FOOT AND MOUTH DISEASE. 


. * 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey Cattle Not 
Afflicted with Apthos Fever). 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Oct. 17.— News was recent- 
ly received at the Department ot Agriculture 
of the outbreak of a disease among cattle in 
sections of the counties of Chester, Berks, and 
Montgomery, Pennsylvania, and extending 
into some parts of New Jersey. Dr. C. B. 
Michener, 
of Animal Industry, promptly left 
here to investigate the disease. Rumors 
to the effect that the disease 
in question was the apthos fever, 
commonly known as foot and mouth disease, 
have elicited from Dr. Michéner a telegrain to 
the departn:ent that he has personally in- 
svected a number of the aff animals, and 
that there is not the least doubt that the dis- 
ease is of a simple, non-contagious character. 
Lou can make the denial of the existence of 
any foot and mouth disease in this country 
as emphatic as you please,” said Sec. 
retary Rusk. “It has never existed in this 
country except in two or three instances as 
the result of cattle imported from Great 
Britain which were found affected on landing 
in this country, but with the precautions now 
taken in the inspection of all cattle landed on 
American soil even a case of this kind has 
not occurred in recent years, and it is an ab- 
solute fact that for seven years past there has 
not been a single case of foot and mouth dis- 
ease in the United States of America.“

IMMENSE NEW DRY DOCK AT DETROIT. 


Accommodations for the Largest Vessels 
That Fioat in Fresh Water. 

Dzrroit, Mich., Oct. 17.—[Special,]—The 
new dry dock of the Detroit Dock company, 
now nearing completion at the foot of Orleans 
street, takes rank as the largest and best- 
equipped dry dock on the great lakes and is 
of sucha size that the largest vessels on fresh 
water can be accommodated with ease. The 
new dock lies at an angle of about forty-five 
degrees to the river. The ground on which it 
is built is of blue clay, affording a solid 
foundation, in which over 2,000 piles have been 
driven in the building of the immense work. 
The dock measures 878 feet in length, and 


is 91 feet wide on top and 55 feet 
wide on the bottom. The opening 
at the entrance is 78 feet wide and 


at the miter sill fifty-four feet. The caisson 
gate is of steel. It is 79 feet 5 inches long and 
12 feet bearn and contains five 30-inch valves, 
by which the dock can be flooded in twenty 
minutes. In a two-story brick building, 34x91 
feet, located near the dock, is the pumping 
plant. This consists of two centrifugal pumps, 
with thirty inches’ discharge each, operated 
by a pair of independent compound Westing- 
house engines of fifteen horse-power each. 
The pumps are operated in a well 22R11 feet 
and 35 feet deep, into which the water runs 
through a 544-foot tunnel of brick 55 feet long. 
They will empty the dock in one and one-half 
hours. dock cost over $200,000. Over the

Financial Straits— Business Affairs. 


Bosrox, Mass., Oct. 17.—[{Special. ] Harri- 
son Loring, the big shipbuilder here, failed 
today. The assignees say the liabilities will 
exceed $800,000, He had many government 
contracts and is at work at present on six ves- 
sels. He was a rival of the Cramps. The 
cause of the failure is inability to get money 
due from the government. | 

It was expected up to Saturday morning 
that Mr. Luring would receive credit for work 
done on the new vessels now being con- 
structed for the United Sta Government 
that would enable him to meet all payments 
that were due, but, learning that the 
construction put upon the contract by the 
United States Government officials was such 
that he could not realize for some weeks on 
the same, he consulted with some of his 
largest creditors and many of the banks 
which were carrying his paper. 

As some of his notes were coming due im- 
mediately an assignment was considered im- 
perative and was made by Mr. Lormg to 
Charles H. Allen of the Centrai Na- 
tional Bank of Boston, who is well 
known as President of the Home Savings 
Bank, and George W. Quintard of New York, 
who indirectly represents surety coinpany 
of that city, who are bondémen for Mr. Lor- 
ing on the building of cruiser No. 11. 


Relations with the Navy Depirtment. 


The firm of which Mr. Quintard is a mem- 
ber also has contracts: for the machinery, 
engines, and boilers for this cruiser, as well as 
other governinent vessels in other places, ana 
their connection with the business and inti- 
mate relations with the Navy Department 
makes it especially favorable for the Loring 
creditors for the completion of the govern- 
ment contracts. 

Mr. Quintard is well known as one of the 
assignees of the estate of the late John 
Roach. whose property, after paying all the 
creditors in full, rendered a surplus of $1,500, 
000 to the heirs. 

He is well known in New York as a brother 
of Bishop Quintard of the Episcopal Church. 
There was also named with the above gentle- 
man Mr. Loriny’s eldest son, Harrison Loring 
Jr., who has been for several years intimately 
acquainted with the practical work at the 
yard, and his assistance to the assignees in 
carrying on the government work will be 
valuable, 

Mr. Quintard was telegraphed for and came 
over from New York Friday might. Before 
leaving New York he had a conference with 
the Secretary of the Navy, and arrangements 
in all probability will be made fur the work to 
be continued by the assign so that the 
creditors may have the benefit of the existing 
contracts, fur, besides cruiser No. 11. which 
represents a con“ ract for $700,000 with an ad- 
ditional $100,000 for eighveen knots speed, 
there are three government ocean. tugs ap- 
proaching completion besides large machine 
work for private corporations and individuals. 

The assignment of Mr. Loring covers all 
the property he owns, consisting of the plant 
at City Point and vacant real estate in that 
vicinity and his dwelling-house, corner of 
Broadway and M street, and his farm at Dux- 
bury, Mass., as well as his interest in the 
stock of steamship and other companies 
where he is indirectly interested, which, of 
course, are not affected by his assignment. 

All Property Turned Over. 

All his real estate is stuted to be free from 
incumorance, except one mortgage on his 
dwelling house, and * there is no 
property standing in rs. Loring’s name 
or in that of any of the famil the as- 
signinent covers everything that Mr. Loring 
owns and leaves him, at the end of forty 
years’ labor, almost in poverty. There are 
employed at the works more than 500 men, 
and as a result of yesterday’s meeting it is de- 
termined the work shall progress in the yard 
as heretofore under the assignees until such 
time as tae creditors take action in relation to 
the business, 

Mr. Loring provided for his pay-roll for the 
500 men in his employ up to Friday night, and 
this action took the last money he received 
from the government a few days ago. 

It is believed by the assignees that hana- 
some profits will be realized by the creditors 
and that the large manufacturing industry wil! 
be kept intact. Mr: Loring has called a meet- 
ing of his creditors fur Saturday, Oct. 24, at 
10 o’clock, at his works, and they may then 
decide to take some action, but at 
present the assignees have arranged for the 
work to continue, and the workmen to be paid 
as heretofore, and, from what can.be learned 
from the Navy Department, although no defi-

WAS CAUSED BY A SLEEPY OPERATOR. 


The Coroner's Inquiry into the Pan-Handle 
Accident in Ohio. . 

Sreveenvittz, O., Oct. 17.—[Special.!— 
Coroner Starr this morning began luis investi- 
gation of the Pan-Handle railroad accident 
near Mingo Junction yesterday, whereby 
Williain Marshall and Joseph Vestner lost 
their lives, Five persons were severely in- 
jured and a large amount of valuable prop- 
erty was destroyed. The evidence showed that 
the deaths were more terrible than at first re- 
ported, for both Marshall and Vestner were 
alive when first seen and perished in the 
flames. The evidence all tended to show that 
Sam W. Perry, the operator at tne west 
end, was the cause of the accident. 
He himself testified that be had 
been on duty thirty-four and a half 
hours and was asleep at the time 
of the accident. The Coroner will not an- 
hounce his verdict until next week. The 
burned postal-car was a through one from the 
South and carried mail from that section of 
country to the East. Most of it was registered 
packages containing remittances from Svuth- 
ern merchants to wholesale dealers in New 
York and Philadelphia. W. R. Johnson Jr., a 
Panhandle brakeman, unearthed a registered 
package containing $1,000. It was from the 
Ed Collier Banking e :‘mpany of Milan, Teng. 
and addressed to Latham, Alexander & Co., 
No. 18 Wall street, New York. John Peebles, 
glass-worker, this city, found a certified check 
for $3,800. Two hundred registered packages 
were gathered up, but it is known that six 
packages of registered mail were entirely con- 
sumed by fire. 

Crevecanp, O., Oct. 17.—Coroner Sherman 
of Kent, O., today rendered his verdict on the 
wreck of the Otin family excursion train on 
the Erie railroad at that; place Sept. 30.

The First Concert Deepens the Impressions 
Made by the Kehearsal. 

A second hearing of the program interpreted 
by the Chicago Orchestra at the public re- 
hearsal and concert at the Auditorium but 
served to deepen the impressions made by the 
first and which were in part given voice in 
these columns yesterday. The orchestra is a 
truly magnificent one, destined to occupy a 
position side by side with that held by the 
finest in America—an orchestra which will en- 
able Chicago to take rank in the music 
world commensurate with her standing as 
one of the great cities of the country. 
The playing is beyond adverse criticisin, 
only those shortcomings attributed to the 
newness of the organization bemg at any time

tion has been nothing less than phenomenal. 
Such precision, such unity of attack, such ac- 
curacy is marveluus when it is remembered 
that a fortnight ago the first rehearsal had not 
yet been hel Theodore Thomas has already 
worked wonders and the end is by no means 
yet. N 
The number on the program new to local 
concert-goers was Tschaikowski’s First Con- 
certo for piano. Once before it has been 
1 here, but with an orchestra so poor that 
ittle estimate of its merit as a composition 
was possible. Last evening it was heard un- 
der most favorable conditicns. Rafael Joseffy 
was the master who touched the keys and an 
orchestra able to reveal the beauties of the 
difficult score gave support. The con- 
certo is one full of the col 
oring of the northern land where its 
composer created it, and possesses many noble 
movements which afford both soloist and or- 
chestra aplendid opp rtunities to test and dis- 
lay their finest powers. The first movement 
is the weakest of the three, its majestic intro- 
duction preparing the hearer for material 
grancer than the composer has utilized. This 
material he has treated with skill, but ata 
length which detracts from the effectiveness 
the movement might possess were it shorter. 
The andantino simplice is an exquisite crea- 
tion, idyllic and poetic at times, pastorale in 
style, anon partaking more the character of 
a berceuse. The middle subject is a quaint 
conceit and comes almost in the nature of a 
delightful joke at which both solo and ac- 
com paniment smile. The final movement is 
one of splendor, highly colored, and full of 
broad, striking effect. A subject Russian in 
nature is most skilltully handled and ends the 
work with a cliinax of splendid power. 
The work is one to which it was thought 
Joseffy’s somewhat dainty style would 
not be best suited, but he surprised by 
playing with unexpected breadth and 
robustness, His wastery of eve 
detail of the technique of his art was display 
in the first and the last movements of the 
work, in the climax of the latter his rapidity 
and ease of chord and octave playing being 
especially excellent. The middle division of 
the great composition he read with more 
try and feeling than have been revealed by 
— at any previous appearance in this city. 
Bevthoven’s fifth symphony, a work which, 
for nobility of conception, melodic beauty 
and dramatic power, stands unsurp 
by any instrumental work yet written, was 


read with that sincerity, truth, and high artis- 


tic appreciation which Mr. Thomas has lo 
displayed in it, and although the delicate ton 
tints were not at times brought out as clearly 
as they have been at ohe ur two previous per- 
formances under his baton, yet the rendition 
was a highly meritorious and satisfactory one. 
The andante was eapecially praise-deserving 
and one does not remember having ever heard 
the wonderful transition from secund 
allegro into the great triumphant march so 
effectively given. 

Dvorak's Hositzka ’ overture has not been 
played in Chicago since 1888, It is a compo- 
sition of barbaric splendors, abounding in 
tremendous climaxes and requiring such lib- 
eral use of the brasses as to approach noisi- 
ness. Stirring in character it doubtless is, but 
one wishes that :he colors had been a little 
less lavishly 2 Eine Faust Overture 
of Wagner is dark and somber, but none the 
less a splendid example of the great com- 
poser’s ability as a ereator of dramatic music. 

Liszt wished to have a Gretchen me in- 
terwoven in the work, but Wagner, while ac- 
knowledging the value of such a contrasting 
subject in his composition, said that only by a 
complete remodeling could it be introduced.

So short a time as half a century ago 
it was plentiful as far north as the Great 
Lakes. It was abundant in the Ohio Valley, 
in the Mississippi Valley, in the Valley of the 
Missouri, and through Nebraska, Dakota, and 
the West as far as Culorado and south to Tex- 
as. These parrots have been sosystematically 
exterminated that at present they are found 
only here and there in Florida, along the 

ulf coast, and in the Indian Territory. 
— reasons are accountable for tneir 
extermination. One of them is found 
in their unwillingness tu desert a 
wounded companion, If one paroquet in a 
flock is wounded the hunter can kiil them all, 
because they will not leave an injured com- 
rade. Another cause for their disappearance 
is found in the fact that they to be a 
great pesttothe farmers, eating the corn 
while in the milk and devouring the young 
fruits for the sake of the seeds. Also, the birds 
were themselvés good toeat.

Sept. 19, on Man- 
hattan field the brawny Hercules slung the 56 
pound weight 31 feet 6% inches. Yesterday he 
again raised the hgures. this time to 34 feet 11 
inches. George Gray, his club mate, also tried to 
break a record in putting the 16-pound shot, but 
the best he could do was 45 feet 9% inches.

_ YOUR MONEY OR YOUR LIFE. 


A Turkish Brigand's Autobiography of 
Villainous Deeds, 

St. James Gazette: It was once my priv- 
ilege to become personally acquainted with a 
brigand in Turkey. I almost missed know- 
ing him by reason of an accident that had be- 
fallen him awhile before. It happened in 
this wise: Mr. O' Donovan (afterward of 
Merv) had taken a run up to Sofia to call on 
his friend, Mr. Schuver (it was his birthday), 
and the two had ridden across the mountains 
toward Sam makoff. 

Brigands have their runs of ill luck, like 
everybody else, and it was the climax of this 
particular bandit’s misfortunes that he should 
have selected the two war correspondents 
victims. He went blitheiy to his fate, however, 
and attacked them with fourof his young men, 
with the result that in about half a minute 
two of the young men were streiched un 
the ground with several bullets in them. The 
other two thought they would not pay any 
more, and were rolling down the mountain 
side faster than was good for their clothes, 
while the leader, with a cracked skull and a 
broken collar bone, was staggering blindly b 
the roadside, looking fur some hole into whic 
he could — 

They caught him and tied him on to the 
pack-horse and took him on to Sammakoff to 
be hanged. But by the way he groaned and 
bled sw treely that Schuver’s compassion was 
aroused su that he bound up his wounds and 
put him on his own horse and walked beside 
him. And when they reached Sammakoff he 
forebore to have him hanged, but took him to 
his own inn and tended him carefully. At all 
of which the brigand so greatly marveled that 
when he recovered he vowed he would never 
leave his new-found friend as long as he lived, 

He kept his vow; brigands have this queer 
failing of truthfulness. He became Schuver’s 
henchman,accom panied him on all bis travels, 
saw spirits with him on Mount Ararat, was 
lost with him in the sneuws of Erzmghian, had 
fever with him at Gondar and the Bagdad but- 
ton at Rasrah, startled quiet Amsterdam at 
times—his master’s rative town—by his quaint 
kilted dress and multifarious weapons, and 
finally perished by his side in that Dinka vil- 
lage on the Bahr-el-Ghazal when Schuver was 
murdered. 

It was in the early days of his volunta 
servitude that I first knew Stephani. Thoug 
not in the first flight he had a _ well-merited 
reputation for steady, plodding ruflauism. 

A small man, with a hook-nose and a 8 
keen eye. He was a very quiet man —full o 
resources in difficulties, full of camping 
dogges, and of knowledge on many points on 
which we were wholly ignorant. Full of 
quaint superstitions, too. He wore an eikon 
in his bosom, charms blessed by a priest on 
his arms, biue beads on his horse’s frontal, 
against the evil eye, and a rhred of the rope 
by which an old friend was hanged in his pis- 
tol belt, and he would ever make a motion of 
expectoration and murmur: ‘“ T—th, T—th 
Scortho (Romaice for garlic) to avert iil- 
fortune when rash words had been spoken. 

At night, in our hut or round the camp-fre, 
he would talk. He was full of anecdotes, of 
scenes he had witnessed, of vicissitudes he 
had undergone, of horrors in which he had 
taken part. He would give deprecatory hints 
as to the fearful oaths—he never divulged 
them—that linked the members of a Nlepht 
fraternity and bound them to fulfill their 
compact, be it what it might. In default of 
ransom, he said, there was no help for a pris- 
oner—nothing could save him. He had known 
fights, pitched battle, among members of the 
band, many of whom rebelled against the 
murder of some poor wretch whose ransom 
had not come; but always the decree 
carried out. 

He pointed out to us one day, as we rode to- 
gether down a mountain path a deep ravine, 
whose iron stone wall ran sheer down 150 feet 
beside the roadway, a horrible place. ae 
he said gioomily, “ Iexecuted a sentence. He 
was a Greek, but Ryah (Turkish subjact); we 
would have let him gc, but had killed one 
of us. His ransom was fixed at 200 Turkish 
pounds. It never came. He was with us for 
a month, We liked him. He nursed me when 
I bad fever, and he was always pleasant, but 
always anxious about his ransom, kno it 
would not aoe.

BRITISHERS BITTERLY DENOUNCE 
THE M’KINLEY TARIFF LAW. 


Benjamin Folsom, the Resident American 
Consul, Estimates That Exports of 
Cutlery to the United States Have De- 
creased Fully 50 Per Cent Since the 
Passage of the Act—Caustic Comment on 
the Report by the sheffield “ Daily Tele- 
graph.” 

[SPECIAL CABLE.! 
Lonpon, Oct. 17.—The intense curiosity in 

Engiand as to the practical effect of the Mc- 

Kinley tariff upon British industries has 


drawn a statement from Benjamin Folsom, 


American Consul to Sheffield, cousin of ex- 
President Cleveland. He has made a full re- 
port as to the last quarterly return of British 
exports to the United States. The Sheffield 
Daily Telegraph reproduces his figures with 


elaborate cominents. Though the effect of 


the McKinley tariff is still severely felt there 
is aslight recovery compared with the pre- 
ceeding three quarters. During the past 
quarter the value of cutlery exported to the 
United States has been £23,964. In the 
corresponding quarter of 1890 the value was 
£74,970. This was above the average ow- 
ing to the dispatch of a heavy amount of goods 
to get through the custom-house before the 
imposition of higher duties. A fairer com- 
parison would be with the third quarter of 
1889, when the value was £59,207. As com- 
pared with the June quarter of this year there 
is an improvement of £7,698, and with the 
March quarter an improvement of 46.390. 
Trade with America appears to be slightly re- 
covering, although there is no likelihood it 
will regain its former volume. Viewed in the 
most favorable light there is a falling off of 
fully 50 per cent in the value of steel ex- 
ported. 

Mr. Fol says, while it is true that there 
is now hardly any call for the lower or middle 
grades of cutlery, the export of the higher 
grades into America remains unchanged. 
Great Britain cannot compete with American 


manufacturers in the United States im the 


lower grades. Indeed, Sheffield cannot com- 
pete with Germany in these grades. You can 
tind German pocket-knives selling in Sheffield 
at retail at 6d which would cost Sheffield 
manufacturers more than 6d to make. There 
is no  ill-feeling against the United 
States among the manufactures of 
Sheffield. They admit frankly that if 
they were Amcrican manufacturers and could 
get the government to go into partnership 
with them to the extent of 50 or 60 per cent 
they would gladly seize the opportunity. ‘hey 
simply say: You Yankees by your tariff are 
making Yankees of us. We have got to con- 
form to the new conditions. Manufacturers 
in Sheffield accept the gradual loss of Amer- 
ican trade and are sending men all over the 
world to open up new markets. They are 
sending to India, New Zealand, Australia, the 
West Indies, and South Africa. 

The time was when the great Sheffield 
houses had the greatest difficulty in inducing 
men to make knives or tools oa new patterns. 
They would simply refuse. Mr. Rogers, the 
cutlery manufacturer, has told extraordinary 
stories about this. Now the pressure of com- 
petition has changed all. Agents of Sheffield 
firms send back from distant countries 
sample blades and tools acceptable and use- 
ful, and these are promptly reproduced in 
Sheffield. 

Bitter Comment by the “ Telegraph.” 

The Telegraph, one of the greatest journals 
outside of London, bitterly comments upon 
the effect of the McKinley tariff. It says: 

Its promoters méant it to push forward the 
policy of America for Americans. One method of 
realizing it was to keep all work within their own 
dominions.

He had never sought business here but was 
determined to produce reliable wares for sale in 
his own 8 He has an extensive establish- 
ment in Sheffield, where with Sheffield men and 
Sheffield material he 7 the goods he sup- 
plies in the States. is experience we admit is 
exceptional, but it illustrates most forcibly the 
throttling effect of the McKinley law. Ina few 
days he will be leaving Sheffield because he finds 
it impossible under the new duties to continne 
making the bulk of the articles he sends to his 
American customers. No doubt he will establish 
a cutlery manufactory in the States and there wili 
be done work which formerly found wages for 
Sheffield artisans. That was the intention of the 
framers of the tariff. They aimed at a great dis- 
placement both of capital and labor. Failing to 
compete with English manufacturers and English 
workers on fair, equitable terms they frankly 
adopted those that were unfair and unequitable. 
Across the water they call it smart working. Jus- 
tice of policy is not considered. Is it smart and 
does it succeed is the American query. If the pol- 
icy answers this double requirement it is sufficient 
for the live men of the West. 


Roumania Menaced by Russia. 


A Vienna dispatch says that excitement 18 
on the increase in Roumania in consequence 
of the massing of Russian troops near the 
Pruth. Barracks and towers are everywhere, 
and the long stretch of barren land on the 
Russian side of the stream seems to be con- 
verted into an armed camp. The Rouman- 
ians, although aroused, are not afraid. It is 
said that they consider themselves ‘amply 
capable of resistmg a Russian ad- 
vance long enough for the other pow- 
ers to come to the rescue. Bucha- 
rest, the capital, is a strongly fortified city. 
It is capable of holding a garrison of 160,000 
men with the cover of its great and heavily 
armed forts. Besides there are powerful 
lines of fortifications that the Russians would 
bave to pass, even though they should ignore 
Bucharest.

Indemnity Paid by China. 


The latest advices at hand from Shanghai 
discredit the cable dispatches which intimated 
that arupture wasimminentamong the pow- 
ersat Pekin. Affairs on the contrary, it is 
stated, are tending to settle down quietly, and 
neither the European. powers among them- 
selves nor the foreign representatives as against 
the Chinese Government seem at all likely to 
press their misunderstandings to an open 
rupture. Among the indemnities which have 
been paid for the riots and the destruction 
of missionary property the Chinese Govern. 
ment has handed to the Rev. Thomas Bramfit, 
the acting Chairman of the Wu-Chang Wes- 
leyan district, 3,000 pounds for the family of a 
murdered missionary agent. This prompt 
settlement and compensation are chiefly due 
to the assurances of England given at Pekin 
that in the event of a rebellion arising from 
the enforcement of the Chinese Government 
edicts protecting foreigners from attack the 
English will coéperate with the Chinese au- 
thorities to suppress the rebels. Lord Salis- 
bury is credited with guaranteeing the pres- 
ent dynasty against a revolution, thereby se- 
curing areturn to the Chinese alliance with 
England against Russia.

A Terrible Recital ot the 
Noted Lord, 

Louise Chandler Moulton in Boston Herald: 
What a colony there must be in that nether 
world of dead French poets! Le Comte de 
Villers de l’Isle Adam joined this colony not 
long ago; and I have been reading here at 
Aix that one book of his which the best 
French critics have pronounced a collection 
of masterpieces,”’ the Contes Cruels. Well 
may they be called Cruel Tales,“ for there 
is scarcely one of them that is not a tragedy 
in little; or, worse yet, a bitter farce, that 
mocks at the tragedy that underlies it. One 
of these terrible tales is founded on the cruel 
history of the late Duke of Portland, who 
died, as every one knows, of leprosy. 

When I first went to London the high gar- 
den walls behind which the Duke dwelt in his 
horrible solitude were pomted out to me; and 
it used to seem to me whenever I went by the 
piace that the day turned cold. M. de I'Isle 
Adam adds to the story, which the world knows 
well, the thrilling note of romantic love. Ac- 
cording to him the Duke’s leprosy was first 
made known in answer to a summons from the 
Queen. She had heard of his return from for- 
eign travel and his seclusion, and she sent for 
him to come to court. When his reply ar- 
rived a young gi"! was reading to her Majesty 
and the dispatch was put into her hands to 
open and read. She broke\the seal, unfolded 
the letter, and gianced at it ‘with her eyes 
blue and clear as the summer heavens. Then 
suddenly she shut these eyes, bright with 
youth and hope, and blindly anu without one 
word reached out the letter toward her royal 
mistress. 

The Queen took it and read it. It was the’ 
announcement of Duke Richard’s leprosy as 
the reason for his not obeying the royal sum- 
mons, and the girl who had opened it was 
Helena, his betrothed wife. The Queen’s 
hand trembled as she read and then 
held the papers in the flame of 
a candle until they were consumed.

VARY OVER SMITH’S SUCCESSOR. 


Balfour, Goschen, Hicks-Beach, and Hart- 
ington the Only Eligibles— None of 
Them at All Anxious to Accept the 
Fost — Joseph Chamberlain’s Singular 
Influence Over the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland—Goschen Would Like the War- 
denship of the Cinque Ports,

Lowpox, Oct. 17.—Amid such a chorus of 
nolo episcopari from Baulfour, Goschen, 
Hicks-Beach, and Hartington, the Conserva- 
tives are in a state of the greatest bewilder- 
ment and are now submussively awaiting 
whatever the fates and Lord Salisbury may 
give them in the way of. leadership in the 
House of Commons. They know whom they 
desire—Balfour; whom they dislike and fear 
—Goschen; whom they accept as a makeshift 
—Beach; and whom they merely tolerate— 
Lord Hartington. Political exigencies, how- 
ever, and personal preferences will have much 
more to do with the matter than the desire of 
the party. The Tory organs by dint of persist- 
ent clamor for Balfour as the inevitable suc- 
cessor to the late William Henry Smith have 
almost succeeded in persuading themselves 
that he has already been appointed, There 
was, and is even now, a pretty definite 
opinion that Arthur James Balfour is the man, 
but the fact is the position really remains as 
uncertain today as it was a week ago. Lord 
Salisbury continues in a quandary over what 
selection he shall be driven to make, since he 


finds that none of the four possible leaders is 


at all unxious to accept the post. 


A singular feature of the situation is J oseph 


Chamberlain's ddvocacy of the appointment 
of Mr. Balfour, as against men of his own 
party, like Mr. Goschen and Lord Hartington. 
The reason for this is that the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland has fallen under the influence of 
Mr. Chamberlain simce he has lately been 
brought into direct and practical contact with 
the Irish questions which he has been trying 
to handle, and which he imperfectly compre- 
hends. Mr. Balfour hus largely absorbed, and 
in an extraordinary degree assimilated Mr. 
Chamberlain’s views with regard to Ireland, 
and therefore if he should become leader of 
the Commons, Mr. Chamberlain would in- 
directly, but not the less effectively, control 
the policy of the government, which 1s precise- 
ly one of the cunning little things which are 
peculiarly in Joseph Chamberlain’s Vein. 
An Office They Do Want. 


The late Mr. Smith’s other office, the war- 
denship of the cinque ports.

MRS. PARNELL DOES NOT RALLY. 


The Widow of the Late Leader in a Preca- 
rious Condition, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 
Lonpon, Oct. 17.— Mrs. Parnell remains in 
a precarious condition. It has been with the 
greatest difficulty that the doctors and her 
friends have prevailed upon her to take any 
food. Neither she nor Mr. Parnell anticipat- 


| ed any danger till toward the last moment. 


Mr. Parnell had been almost as ill before and 
always rallied, but this time the tall 
tower was undermined and it fell with a 
erash. The immense gap occasioned by 
its disappearance is only just beginning 
to be realized. The truth is the entire Irish 
party is more hopelessly adrift than ever. 
The Parhellites are loud in their cries for re- 
venge, and there has been a wonderful rally 
to them of the masses in Ireland, who begin 
to take up the cry that Parnell was first sacri- 
ficed for the English party and then worried 
into the grave. He is the John Brown of Irish 
politics. His name exercises a magic influ- 
ence over the Irish people. The secessionists 
cannot but see that the crisis is becoming very 
serious. They hoped for a reconciliation all 
around, but their overtures have been flung 
back in their faces. 

The Harrigtons and the Redmonds are on 
the warpath demanding the rebels’ scalps. 
The priests m to be frightened at the 
storm., John Dillon has deemed it prudent 
to keep out of sight, leaving William O’Brien 
to endeavor to justify his action. McCarthy 
and O'Connor are presenti their side of the 
case with great industry, : Parnellites are 
endeavoring to secure organs in the press, and 
the whole field resounds with the clash of 
arms. There is some hope that Michael 
Davitt will be able to act as peacemaker, but 
the true Parnellites do not want peace and 
will not have it on any terms at present. Per- 
sonally they will ook around for two things, 
money and a leader. No one can see where 
they are to come from. For leader they speak 
of Pierce Mahoney, who is almost unknown 
in the House of Commoas. He could not 
arouse any enthusiasin. If he is to be Par- 
nell’s successor the party will soon die out 
and a fusion will become inevitable. 

I hear that Mrs. Parnell intends, if she 
recovers her health, to write a memeir of the 
great leader and to relieve him from much of 
the blame cast upon him on her account. 
There are, I am assured, two sides to the 
O’Shea divorce, of which the public has heard 
only one. Parnell would never condescend 
to defend himself, especiall after he was 
assailed by Mr. Gladstone. He held that the 
Irish people ought to have seen that a dead 
set was made at him because he was En- 

land’s most formidable antagonist, but Mrs. 
Parnell is determined that the whole truth 
shall come out. It will then be seen, as I am 
informed, that though Parnell was not ae 
from guilt, he was nothing like so guilty 


with the Irish people. His wife’s name was 
never mentioned, — his thoughts were never 
long away from her.

THE GIANT APES OF BORNEO, 


Great Able-Fodied Authropoids That Live 
in Trees and Rarely Visit the Ground. 

My acquaintance with apes has been chief- 
ly made in Borneo,” said Prof. Henry A. 
Ward, the famous natural science collector of 
Rochester, to a Washington Star reporter the 
other day. That great island is the home of 
the orang, which is the most arboreal of all 
monkeys. The animals live in trees alto- 
gether, rarely, if ever, visiting the ground. 
It takes two good marksmen to shoot one, be- 
cause they dodge around the trunks. Theydo 
all their fighting aloft, and it is great fun to 
see them drop the armfuls of fruit they have 
gathered in contests for its possession. They 
are plentiful in the lowlands near the coast. 
It is rarely that anybody ventures into the in- 
terior, because there the head-hunting natives 
‘etek Among them each man is required to 

ve secured a head before he is permitted to 
marry, and on this account the young gentle- 
men savages are continually lookmg about for 
heen to kill. This makes traveling dis- 

able. } 

»One of the most noticeable features of the 
landscape of Borneo is the nests of orangs 
which are scattered about thickly among the 
tall trees. From their number one might get 
a greatly exaggerated impression of the plen- 
tifulness of the species, unless it were under- 
stood how and for what purpose these roost- 
ing places were constructed. The beasts are 
greatly annoyed by flies, from which they are 
able to protect the front part of their bodies 
with their hands, but they cannot keep the 
vicious insects from biting them in. the rear, 
and so they gine a quantity of leaves and 
branches and make them into couches to re- 
pose against among the boughs. | 

A protection of this sort serves very well for 
a while, but presently its material beging to 
decompose, and the decaying leaves attract 
the flies which the orang is so anxious to get 
rid of. Then he is obliged to make another 
nest of fresh stuff, and so he may require doz- 
ens of them in the course of a year. Inas- 
much as he does not take the trouble to re- 
move the old ones, they remain to adorn the 
tree-top in which he swings about. 

“Orangs have a very curious method of 
fighting. In their conflicts among them- 
selves, which are frequent, their effort is al- 
ways to seize the fingers of their adversaries 
and bite them. A very beautiful group of 
these animals at the National useum, 
mounted by Mr. Hornaday, admirably. illus- 
trates a typical encounter of the 80 It is 
cwing to this method of battle that it is almost 
im ible to procure a skin which does not 
lack some of the fingers. If defending itself 
against a man the beast will always attempt 
to grab the arms of his human opponent so as 
to chew off his fingers. For this purpose its 
jaw is excellentiy adapted, being enormously 
powerful and equipped with huge incisors. ' 

“The favorite food of the orang is the 
‘durion’ fruit, which is, perhaps, the most 
delicious in the world, uniting, as it does, the 
flavors of the peach, the pear, and the straw- 
berry. Like most things nearly perfect, how- 
ever, this fruit has a drawback—namely, that 
it leaves a taste in the mouth the next day 
after it is eaten which is more abominable 
than can either be described or conceived. To 
protect itself from the rain the orang crooks 
its arm over its head. The hair on theorang’s 
upper arm points downward, while on the 
lower arm it points upward, the apparent 
purpose being to shed the rain like a thatch 
when the attitude I have described is assumed. 

“The other great ape which makes his home 
in Borneo is the gibbon, which is a small ani- 
mal compared with the rene, weighing only 
about forty or fifty pounds. It is very frail in 
its bodily 8 The head is set 3 
upon the shoulders, and it looks upward.

FROM TAILOR'S BENCH TO PALACE. 


Daughter of a Liquor Dealer and an As- 
sociate of Emperors. 

A search is being made at the present mo- 
ment by the jewelers throughout Europe for 
the superb and matchless necklace of white 
pearls which was sold by the ex- Empress 
Eugénie shortly after the close of the Franco- 
German war for the sum of 2,000,000 francs, 
says Marquis de Foutenoy in the New York 
Recorder. The gems are known to have been 
purchased by the Countess Henckel von 
Donnersmark, better known throughout 
Europe as the Marquise de Paiva. Her career 
was one oi the most extraordinary ones which 
it is possible to conceive. She was born in 
Poland, the daughter of a Hebrew liquor 
dealer, and commenced by marrying a tailor 
who did a small business in Moscow. De- 
serting him, she made her way as best she 
could to Paris, where she lived for a time 
amid the very dregs of the population and was 
initiated to all the horrors of the woman’s

After Herz’s departure, the woman made 
the acquaintance of the Portuguese Marquis 
of Paiva, who blew his brains out a year 
later, when she left him to take up her resi- 


dence with the 8 wealthy German 
nobleman, Count Guido Henckel von Don- 
nersmark. 


Ine latter established her in a superb man- 
sion in the Champs Elysées, which quickly 
became a meeting place for politicians, diplo- 
mats, artists, and authors of the greatest 
eminence. ofsuperb beauty and 
of wonderful intelligence she led all these 
men to forget the irregularity of her position, 
and to accord her the treatment and consider- 
ation ofa grande dame. There are many 
who do not hesitate to assert that she was one 
of the principal and most active factors in 
bringing about the war of 1870 and the over- 
throw of the Empire, as a vengeance, without 
doubt, for her ignominious expulsion from 
the Tuileries in less fortunate days. It is 
certain, at any rate, that the knowledge which 
she secured of Frenchmen and of French 
affairs was of considerable service to the Ger- 
man Government during the war, and this 
may account for the fact that no objection 


was raised by either Emperor William or the 


Berlin court. when at the close of the campaign 
Count Henckel led his brilliant and beautiful 
altar.

Ir is announced that Italy has decided to 
remove the prohibition hitherto existing 
against importations of American meats by 
that country.

Its government is willing that the 
people should be allowed to buy and consume 
our hog products as cheaply as possible, and 
they will find it to their advantage, though not 
likely to avail themselves of the privileges to 
so great an extent as would the French, who 
are how to be confronted with a prohibitory 
duty amounting to about 1 cents per pound. 


Tann was a favorable New York bank 
statement Saturday, the reserve showing an 
increase of $2,390,000. Wall street had been 
looking for something even more pronounced 
than that, however, and the result was that 
the stock market was weak. There was but 
little movement on the Chicago Stock Ex- 
change, and where there were any transac- 
tions it was generally at a slight concession 
in price. Sterling rates were unchanged, but 
the tone of the market was rather weak. New 
York exchange was par.—The Chicago prod- 
uce markets were only moderately active yes- 
terday and easy at a lower range of prices. 
Wheat was depressed by the larger movement 
from first hands, corn by more favorable 
weather and increased receipts, and provis- 
ions by general liquidation. As compared 
with the latest prices of the previous day 
December wheat closed Ig cent lower, Octo- 
ber corn M cent lower, May oats g cent 
lower, cash rye g cent higher, barley steady, 
flax weak, December pork 25 cents lower, and 
lard and fibs 5@71{ cents lower. The receipts 
of wheat at Chicago during the week were 
680,000 bushels more than the shipments, while 
the receipts of corn were 393,000 bushels less 
than the shipments. The packing at Chicago 
since the close of March includes 2,183,000 
hogs, against 2,989,000 for the corresponding 
period a year ago and 2,102,000 in 1889. 


Tan Herald says that Mr. Cooley will go 
into the Drainage Board “ pledged to purge 
the drinking water by immediate cutting of 
the sanitary canal.“ The drinking water has 
purged Chicagoans so often that it ought to be 
purged itself, but if the only remedy is the 
immediate cutting of the canal and the only 
man who can administer that remedy is 
Cooley, it is certain it never will be admin- 
istered. He had full charge of the 
work for about a year, and all he did 
as the result of much praying and entreating 
was to promise he would make a report of his 
line fur a channel next summer, 1892. Mr. 
Cooley is pledged of record against the im- 
mediate cutting of the canal and he never 
has taken back that pledge. The last thing 
he did when the Legislature was in session 
was to make strenuous efforts to have the law 
repealed and the immediate cutting ’’ indefi- 
nitely postponed. The Herald says also, 
„Two years have been spent in incompetency 
and extravagance.” But who spent them? 
The records answer, Cooley.“ Who piled 
up expenses for useless men and unnecessary 
materials and vague, wandering surveys? The 
records answer, Cooley.“ Who endeavored 


to plant a relative or friend alongside every 


brook in the Illinois Valley with a hydrome- 
ter, an anemometer, and a big salary? The 
records answer Cooley.“ What is the name 
of the man who after the ground between here 
and Joliet had been surveyed over and over 
again, and accurately mapped by competent 
men, said he could not make a report about 
the route till the next summer or 1892? Who 
recommended and insisted upon the useless 
and costly folly called the Skokie Cut-off? 
Cooley. And wanted double-price dry rock 
work? Cooley according to the records. 
To elect Cooley is to indorse extravagance and 
delay, praise incompetency and treachery, and 
declare that the drainage channel cannot and 
must not be cut except according to Cooley 
wild-cat — 


WHY COOLEY WANTS TO BE DRAINAGE 
TRUSTEE. 

Mr. Cooley’s chief object in getting on the 
Drainage Board is to feed fat some ancient 
grudges. He owed his election as Chief En- 
gineer to Judge Prendergast. The latter be- 
lieved in him.. The little mutual admiration 
society to which Cooley belonged had called 
him a great engineer. Few others were spoken 
ef for the position. Artingstall was men- 
tioned but not pressed. So the Evanston 
carpet-bagger, having Prendergast's warm 
support, got the place, and the latter flattered 
himself that the board had a man who would 
make the clay melt away and the rock bar. 
riers disappear. 

The first to lose faith in Cooley was Mr. 
Hotz, who had had the education of an en- 
gineer and had not forgotten the knowledge 
of his youth. He was the first to notice the 
impracticability of his ideas, his determina- 
tion to substitute his own notions for the di- 
rections of the law, his procrastination, his 
waste of money, his sprawling all over the 
Illinois Valley, and his insubordination. Mr. 
Hotz’s persistent efforts to hurry him up in 
making out a channel route and to make him 
obey orders were fruitless. The most that 
could be obtained from him was a promise, 
which would have been broken like others 
made before, that he would submit a report 
locating the route during the summer of 1892, 
néarly a year hence. 

For a long time Judgé Prendergast stood 
by the man he had been instrumental in elect- 
ing. He was willing to accept his plea that 
vast physical researches’ in the valley of 
the Illinois and its tributaries, far outside the 
boundaries of the sanitary district, and the 
tomfopl Skokie Cut-off, made delays in the 
location of the route of the drainage channel 
necessary. But at last his eyes were opened 
and he reached the conclusion reluctantly that 
Cooley was no good, and he agreed to his dis- 
charge for insubordination and folly. 

All the ability to hate that Cooley’s nature 
is capable of is concentrated on these two 
men—Hotz and Prendergast. His daily and 
nightly dream is to punish them. That is 
why he went down to Springfield last winter 
and lobbied fora month so persistently for 
the repeal of the Drainage act. He wanted 
to see them turned out of office. It mattered 
nothing to him that the repeal of the law 
would undo all the labor of 1889 and throw 
everything back into chaos. He, residing at 
Evanston and having pure water, did not care 
if all the sewage of Chicago were mixed with 
the drinking water of its million people. It 
mattered nothing to him if those citizens 
whom he is asking now to vote forhim died 
off like flies from drinking sewage poison, so 
he could succeed in turning out Hotz and 
Prendergast and wrecking the act. 

He failed, and his unsatisfied hatred is urg- 
ing him along another path. He is trying 
now to break into the Board which he endeav- 
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the omutscient engineer, finding fault with all 
that has been done by Artingstall, insisting 
that the present practical plans be abandoned, 
and resurrecting the defunct Skokie Cut-off, 
the dry rock channel, and his other expensive 
absurdities, He wants to overthrow the men 
he hates and force them out of the Board or 
reduce them to ciphers. If he cannot rule 
he will try to ruin, and prevent the Board 
from doing anything, making the Drainage 
act a dead letter. That is why Cooley is so 
anxious to be ) be Drainage Commissioner. 


SHALL THE WOMEN VOTE! 

Judge Tuley has announced his. opinion in 
no uncertain manner upon the nghtof women 
to register Tuesday next. The Juage says: 

I have no hesitation in declaring that all judges 
of election who refuse to enter the names of 
women who present themselves for registration 
on their books, and then to pass on their qualifi- 
cations, should be prosecuted for criminal neg- 
lect of duty. Furthermore, 1f the lew is valid, 
and I have no reason to think it otherwise, every 
woman who is refused registration, whether she 
is qualified or not. will have the civil right to 
bring a damage suit against the officers who re- 
fused to consider her claims. 

The Judge is of opinion that the Election 
Commissioners will err in refusing to allow 
women to register, and says on this point: 

Whether women are qualified or not to register 
is a question to be decided by judges of election. 
The law clearly provides that the name of every 
person who presents bimself or herself for regis- 
tration shall be taken down. The judges are re- 
quired by law to question the applicant in regard 
to his or her nationality, residence, and such mat- 
ters. If the judges decide that the applicant is 
not qualified to register the word “no” should 
be written in the blanks provided by the Election 
Commissioners. But that they should per- 
emptorily refuse to consider any one's claim is 
illegal. 

Jud. e Tuley closes his opinion with the senti- 
ment which no fair-minded person will ques- 
tion, that women should have the power to 
vote upon all school questions, since education 
isa question in which they particularly are 
interested, and hence he asserts that they have 
n perfect right to resist tothe uttermost 


their exclusion from voting,” and hopes they 


will go to the last resort in fighting for their 
rights.“ 

The opinion of the able and experienced 
Chancellor unquestionably will inspire those 
women who wish to vote, with the determina- 
tion to make the attempt. The real question, 
however, is not so much whether they have the 
right to register, since there 1s nothing in the 
Constitution forbidding it, as whether they 
have the right to vote in the face of the male 
qualifications laid down by the organic law of 
the State. If they can legally vote 
for County Superintendent of Schools, 
there is every reason why they should 
do so, because it is a matter in which 
they are peculiarly concerned, though the 
outcome in all probability would be a repeti- 
tion of the experiences of Boston. At first 
and before the novelty has worn off, perhaps 
one in twenty women would vote, but at the 
next election probably not one in fifty, and 
the next, one in a hundred would take the trou- 
ble to register and vote. Thatis the outcome in 
Boston after several years’ experience. But 
women ought to vote for school directors 
where they are elective, and for County Super- 
intendents of schools, It is their business to 
devote their attention to school affairs, and it 
is not clear why their voting or not voting 
should affect the legality of the votes cast by 
men for County Superintendent.. The law is 
constitutional until pronounced, otherwise 
by the Supreme Court of the State. 

In this connection a correspondent asks 
Tue Tano what would be the result upon 
the election if it should be devided that the 
law does not authorize women to vote. For 
instance, he says: If a County Superin- 
tendent should be elected by the votes of 
women under the present law, and it should 
prove that these women had no legal 
right to vote, would it be possible to contest 
such election and unseat the candidate? In 
that case would a new election be required to 
fill the place?” If it could be shown that 
certain votes were illegally cast by women 
they could be.thrown out,. but under the new 
law this would be impossible, as the ballots 
are not numbered and cannot be identi- 
tied. The register would indicate that 
a certain number of women voted, 
but&here is no means of identifying those 
votes. Again, if either candidate should have 
so large a majority that the entire number of 
women voting, if eliminated, would not affect 
it, there would be neither rhyme nor reason 
in contesting the election. At the forthcoming 
election there may be 100,000 or. more votes 
cast, of which a very small fraction may be 
those of women. It would be manifestly 
absurd to nullify the election on that account. 
In any event it is only a part of the term 
which Mr. Bright or Mr. Babcock, as. the case 
may be, will have to serve. If the election 
were contested by either on account of female 
voting the litigation ensuing would more than 
occupy the unexpired part of the term. Hence 
there is both sehse and reason in Judge 
Tuley’s hope that the women will go to the 
last resort in fighting for their rights. If they 
get them, and they do not choose to exercise 
them in the future, that 1s their lookout. As 
the question must sooner or later be decidea 
it might as well be decided now, and the 
sooner the better. 


REGULATING THE HEIGHT OF SEK. 
SCRAPERS, 

During the last week some opinions were 
given by lawyers to the effect that the City 
Council had no power to regulate the height of 
buildings, and that it was doubtful whether 
the State possessed it. Such opinions, how- 
ever, represent little more than the wishes of 
certain property-owners in the business dis- 
trict who have not put up sixteen or twenty- 
story buildings yet, but hope to do so them- 
selves or get huge ground rents from others. 

The State has given the municipality suffi- 
cient power over the construction of buildings 
to provide that they are not unsanitary or 
otherwise dangerous to humanlife. Ifit can be 
proved that structures above a certain height 
endanger life then the Council can forbid their 
erection. But it must make sure as to its 
facts, otherwise the courts will upset the ordi- 
nance, for its power must not be exercised 
arbitrarily. 

The Council has referred this question of 
sky-scrapers toa committee. Its members 
will seek information from doctors, engineers, 
and builders. Among the medical men there 
seems to be but one opinion, which 1s that in 
this climate the more sunshine the better, 
and that to line each side of a street with 200- 
feet-high buildings, so that the sunlight strikes 
down to the street at midday only, even on 
north and south streets, is to encourage bac- 
teria and epidemics, They say also that the 
tens of thousands who svend their working 
hours in the business district would have to 
labor in rooms which would be artificially 
lighted, which is not a good thing for the 
eyes, and that they would be almost as much 
injured by being cut off from the rays of the 
sun as plants would be. | 

If the Council is convinced that the medical 
men are right then it can say how high in the 
air a man can go with stone and brick oF 
steel and terra cotta. If the engineers can 
prove that the construction of a number of 
aerial edifices will result in the breaking 
through of the floatmg stratum of clay 
on which they rest it can interfere. If 
the Fire Marshal can show that in case 
of fire in one of these tall 
it would be out of his power to prevent a great 
sacrifice of life among the tenants, and if it 
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in 80 large a 


r ani he Council can in- 
tervene for the purpose of protecting human 
life. If it can ‘be shown: that the effect of a 
fire on one of these steel structures would be 
to wrench, twist, and warp it and throw it into 
the street 4 mass of ruins, the Council can for- 
did the erection of such dangerous edifices. 
Outside of the protection of life and prop- 
erty the Aldermen have no business to go. 
They have no right to legislate against sky- 


scrapers in order to cut down one man's 


ground rent or raue another’s. They may 
think the business district ought to cover more 
ground and that people ought not to pack 
themselves so closely, but they have no power 
to pasa ordinances to carry out their notions. 
Nor should they attempt to regulate the 
height of buildmgs for legitimate reasons 
till they are sure of their facts. 

Whether a property-owner can obtain dam- 
ages in the courts against the aggressions of a 
sky-scraping neighbor who cuts off his sun- 
shine and air is not certain. It is evident, 
however, that the owner of a four or five story 
building who finds himself surrounded by 
others eighteen or twenty stories high is dam- 
aged. His taxes are raised and his rents 


diminished, for his overshadowed premises are 


less desirable. In England twenty years’ 
of ght and air gives 
a right to them, American courts have 
generally disregarded the common law rule, 
for streets are much -wider here than in En- 
gland and there is mofe sunlight. But none 
of the decisions was made regarding a twenty- 
story building, and it is quite probable that if 
the point were to be raised in Chicago now 
the courts, with the existing state of facts, 
would go back to the old doctrine, the moral 
soundness of which few will deny. It might 
be worth the while of some aggrieved prop- 
erty-owner to make a test case. 


ONLY ONE DAY OF REGISTRATION, 

Every voter should bear in mind that there 
is only one day of registration preceding the 
coming election. The Board of Registry and 
the election clerks will be in session at the 
poliing-place in each district Tuesday, Oct. 
20, and those who fail to attend to this impor- 
tant duty will not be able to vote. 

In addition to this the names of all legal 
voters who have not registered will be 
turned over to the Clerk of the County Board 
by the Election Commissioners, to be used in 
the preparation of the jury lists. The verifi- 
cation lists prepared by the Board of Kegis- 
try, after being returned to the Election Com- 
missioners, are turned over to the County 
Board, but the new law especially directs that 
the County Board shall first prepare the jury 
lists from the names of legal voters not regis- 
tered. 

The Registry Boards will be in session from 
8 o’clock in the morning until 9 o’clock in the 
evening. 

Another important change is thata legal 
voter who has removed from one precinct into 
another does not have to obtain a certificate 
of removal. He should apply for registration 
in the new precinct and inform the judges 
that his name is registered in another, giving 
the number of the precinct and the ward. 

It is of great importance that every Repub- 
lican voteris registered, and the Campaign 
committes cannot be too active in looking 
after this matter. 


SHOULD DR. KEELEY MAKE HIS FORMU- 
LAS PUBLIC? 
A Chicago paper had an editorial last week 
from which the following extract is taken: 


Dr. Keeley in keeping secret his cure for drunk- 
enness has offended against medical ethics in two 
ways. He has risked detection of perhaps a mere 
trick by which temporary cure appears to be 
effected, and he has proved recreant to the noblest 
principle of his profession, which forbids any 
member to deprive any portion of mankind of a 
true remedial agency. discovered through the 
science of medicine. So long as Dr. Keeley thus 
violates clear and logical principles of his pro- 
fession he may line his private pocket. But he 
invites suspicion from the general public, and he 
justly bars himself from that rank in the medical 
profession that places humanity above trade. 


Similar language has been used before this 
by medical journals and members of the pro- 
fession. It is true that the code of medical 
ethics requires a physieian or surgeon who has 
satisfied himself that he has made a discovery 
in the art of healing to makeit public. Dr. 
Keeley is a regular physician and is not un- 
familiar with the code. It may be asked 
properly, then, why he does not live up to it in 
this instance, 

Dr. Keeley is out of the country at present, 
will not be back till next month, and cannot 
speak for himself, But prior to his departure 
he explained his position on this point to a 
gentleman in this city, in the correctness of 
whose statements this paper has perfect con- 
fidence. According to Dr. Keeley the value 
of his discovery was partly in the medicines 
administered and partly in the method of 
treatment. Unless the Jatter were followed 
the former might be of comparatively lit- 
tle value. His own success at Dwight, said 
the doctor, was to be attributed largely 
to the fact that the patients were practically 
under his own eye or that of his assistants 
while being treated. They were not locked up 
in padded rooms” or confined by asylum 
walls, They had the freedom of the village 
and its environs. They were subject to no 
physical restraint. And yet if any one of them 
did not take his four doses of medicine per 
day and did not appear on time to take his 
three daily shots it was an easy matter to 
find him and see what the trouble was. There 
was no difficulty about seeing that the medi- 
cines were taken regularly during the three or 
four weeks that the patient is in Dwight. 

The doctor dwelt strongly on the fact that 
the dipsomaniac was taken away from all his 
old haunts and associations, and was ina 
piace where there were no temptations from 
drinking chums and evil places, where liquor 
could only be had from the Keeley Institute, 
and where the drug stores did not sell mor- 
phine or cocaine to men who might be suffer- 
ing from their use, or be tempted to resort to 
them while getting over the drink disease. 

Treatment in the city where the inebriate 
lived, said the doctor, was a matter of great 
difficulty. The patient would be surrounded 
by daily temptations. The chains of habit 
would be harder to break off. The doctor 
would find it almost impossible to get the al- 
cohol-poisoned man to be regular in having 
his shots“ administered or taking his medi- 
cine the necessary times a day, because in 
most cases he would be in company of drink- 
ing men and loafing in saloons or in his place 
of business, if he had any. 

It would be difficult, also, to persuade a 
drunkard to keep on taking the medicines the 
necessary length of time. The moment he 
thought he was cufed he would insist on stop- 
ping —generally one or two weeks too soon— 
in order to save expense, and then he would 
drop back into his old habits very soon. 

In short, it seemed to be Dr. Keeley’s idea 
that if he had made public his formulas at any 
time in the past, thousands of doctors in all 
the cities and towns of the United States 
would have begun experimenting with his 


prescription to cure dipsomaniacs. Employ- 


ing them under the very unfavorable condi- 
tions of city life pointed out above, the reme- 
dies would have proved a failure necessarily

And 
then he noted another drawback. Every 
doctor would orde: a prescription from any 
drug store he pleased and there was no guar- 
antee that the medicines would be pure, but a 
moral certainty that they would not be ina 
large percentage of cases, and that would do 
mischief and help to discredit the remedy and 
cause it to be pronounced a failure. 

Dr. Keeley went on to say that while he 
had been unwilling for these reasons to make 
his formulas then public, he had already es- 
tablished fourteen branches where drunkards 
could be treated under the same general con- 
ditions that obtained at Dwight and by ex- 
actly the same sort of medicine. He had not 
started an institute in Chicago because while 
there would be no lack of patients it would 
be impossible to handle them properly or 
maintain any surveillance over their conduct, 
The doctors in charge of these branches had 
his medicines made under his eye and were 


carefully instructed in his methods and were 


working successfully. 

What Keeley will do when he returns is for 
him to say. If he has made up his mind that 
the publicity given to his specifics for alcohol 
and morphine during the present year has 
been so great that the people will be satisfied 
that if his remedies fail when administered by 
other physicians in the cities the doctors 
and patients are an at fault and not the medi- 
eines, then he may give his formulas to the 
profession that its members may make what 
use of them they choose. If it is his deliberate 
conclusion that harm will be done by that course 
he will retain his secret and start more 
branch institutes over the country, which will 
increase the opportunities and decrease the 
cost for persons to get rid of the drink disease. 
His reasons for keeping his formulas to him- 
self thus far appear to be sound and valid. It 
would be better to await his return and see 
what he decides to do then before making fur- 
ther attacks on him for his disregard of a code 
which, like all laws made by men, may be in 
exceptional cases more honored in the breach 
than the observance.”’ 


DEATH OF JAMES PARTON. 

To the long list of deaths of prominent per- 
sons this year must now be added that of 
James Parton, the well-known biographer and 
magazinist. Though living for some time in 
retirement and doing but little work, his 
books are so numerous and popular that his 
name has not been forgotten. Though En- 
glish by birth Parton was essentially an 
American, as he came tothis country when 
but 5 years of age, and nearly all his work has 
been confined to American subjects. He was 
a frequent contributor to the old New York 
Home Journal, to the New York Ledger, and 
to magazines, and he had compiled many 
books, like “The People’s Book of Biog- 
raphy,” Famous Americans, “Topics of 
the Time, History of Caricature,” and 
Captains of Industry,“ but he will be best 
and longest known by his biographies. These 
began with Horace Greeley, which was fol- 
lowed by Aaron Burr, Andrew Jackson, 
Thomas Jefferson, Ben Butler, Benjamin 
Franklin, Voltaire, and others. Indeed, 
the name of his books is legion. 
While he was not always a veracious 
and by no means a philosophical historian in 
the preparation of these biographies, still they 
are correct in the main and are written in a 
popular and easy style, which always has 
commended them to the people who have not 
the time to investigate for themselves. It is 
possible from any one of them to obtain a 
comprehensive idea of the actions, speeches, 
or writings of the subject of the biography, 
and in this respect they have a distinct value. 
Mr. Parton died in his 69th year, and has left 
behind him not only fame as a voluminous 
and industrious writer but the reputation 
which adheres to a cultivated and high-toned 
gentleman. 


THE POPE COMPLAINING AGAIN. 

The Pope of Rome has once more issued his 
querulous menace that there is not room 
enough in Rome for both the Vatican and the 
Italian Government. The occasion of this 
menace dates back to the beginumg of the 
present moath, when a band of French Catho- 
lic “ pilgrims ” disgraced themselves in Rome 
and nearly provoked a violent assault upon 
themselves by the loyal Italian people. These 
pilgrims, 600 in number, after paying their re- 
spects to the Pope, took occasion to make 
offensive remarks in public about that popu- 
lar King, Victor Emmanuel, which aroused the 
indignation of the people. The “ pilgmms” 
carried their indecent conduct still further, 
and during a visit to the Pantheon, where the 
remains of Victor Emmanuel repose, offered in- 
dignities to his tomb, spat upon the book 
where visitors’ names are inscribed, wrote 
upon its pages such sentiments as Vive le 
Pope,” Mort du Roi Humbert,” “ Abas 
Victor Emmanuel, and in general made them- 
selves such an offensive nuisance that the civil 
guards ejected the worst of them. The 
remaining “pilgrims” sought to res- 
cue their comrades, which provoked a 
popular outbreak, from the effects of which 
the pilgrims would have suffered had they not 
been protected by the guards and police of the 
government they had just been abusing. 
Their action has been imitated by Roman 
Catholics in other Italian towns, and instead 
of promptly and severely condemning their 
infamous conduct the Pope is complaining 
that he is a prisoner in the Vatican and that 
there is not room enough for himself and the 
King in Rome, and seeks to palliate these dis- 
graceful outrages by insinuating that the 
government is responsible for them and has 
instigated them in order to fasten the blame 
for them upon the Vatican! 

As might have been expected these occur- 
rences have caused great excitement among 
the two factions in Italy—the great body of 
Italian men who sustain the King and the 
government on the one hand, and a part of 
the women, with the priests and a few men, 
on the other, who sustain the Pope in his 
hostility to the civil power. In France 
it has occasioned but little excite- 
ment except among a 
tanes. The French Government promptly 
disavowed any sympathy with the outrageous 
performances of the pilgrims. The Pope, 
however, is posing as a martyr, complaining 
that he is sequestrated by the government and 
cannot have free communication with the 
Catholic world and that it may be necessary 
to stop pilgrimages altogether if the govern- 
ment continues its policy. On this latter 
point there ought not to be but one opinion 
indeed. If pilgrims do not know how to be- 
have themselves pilgrimages should be 
stopped forthwith. When it comes, however, 
to the alternative as stated by the Pope that 
either the Vatican or the Italian Government 
must quit Rome, there will be but one response 
from the vast majority of the men of Italy— 
namely: that if the Pope is not satisfied with 
the rights and privileges he enjoys he can go 
somewhere else if he wants to. If he enter- 
tains even the suspicion of an opinion that he 
will again be the political ruler of Rome he 
will be mistaken. That time is forever past. It 
is needless to gu over the reasons in detail why 
it never can be. The story may be put in a 
nutshell, Rome is the old historical capital 
of Italy. On the break up of the Roman Em- 


pire the Pope or Bishop of Rome, being on 


the spot and chief in authority, took posses- 
sion of the city, and his proprietorship was 
confirmed by Charlemagne, who had no more 
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a title to the kingdom of heaven. Under the 
dominion of the Popes Rome suffered and 
languished until at last Italy, by the action of 
her rulers and people, took back her old po- 
litieal capital, which she never again will re- 
linquish. Popes may complain and Vatican 
Councils may threaten, but Rome will remain 
fast and unshaken as Italy’s capital, and the 
Italian people to every demand will reply: 
„Render unto Cesar the things which are 
Ceesar’s, and unto God the things which are 
God’s.” The Pope can always enjoy all 
spiritual freedom in Rome, but to rule it 
politically against the will of its citizens and 
to deprive 30 millions of Italians from their 
National Capital are things the Pope cannot 
have. He asks too much. The line of his 
authority must be drawn at politics. 


FRENCH PROTECTIVE TRICKERY. 
It is reported that the French Minister of 
Commerce has asked the Senate to ratify the 
ministerial measure imposing an import duty 


| of 20 francs per 22044 pounds on foreign 


meats, such as salt pork, hams, and lard. 
This would amount to 1% cents per pound, 
being considerably more than double the 
present high duty, and would be practically 
prohibitory, as it is intended to be. The 
Minister said the government was anxious to 
remove the prohibition -now existing with re- 
gard to American meat, but would like to 


protect home trade às much as possible,” 


It was to be expected that the French gov- 
ernment would play this country such a trick 
as that proposed by Minister Roche, and there 
is no reason to doubt the measure will be 
After years of prohibition of Amer- 
ican meat the French pretend to remove the 
bar and then reimpose the prohibition in 
the shape of an excessive tax which will effect- | 
ually shut out our meats from the people of 
France. The act, and the ateompanying dec- 
laration above quoted, sufficiently prove the 
claim made here that the plea under which 
our meats have hitherto been excluded was a 
false one, the real object being not regaid to 
the health of the persons who would consume 
the meat but to the pockets of those French 
men who raise hogs for sale to their con- 
citoyens. 

This is strictly in line with the policy long 
pursued by France. It is an ultra- protection 
country and probably is bound to continue 
one, mocking at the false hopes of those who 
are foolish enough to believe declarations to 
the conttary. Yetin the face of these facts 
American free-traders insist on throwing 
our ports open to ali the manufact- 
ures and products of France without ex- 
acting any equivalent by reciprocity agree- 
ment or otherwise. They would have us pro- 
vide a big market for the cloths, silks, linens, 
gloves, wines, and other products of France, 
some if not all of which would come into 
direct competition with the output of our own 
vineyards and manufactories, and submit 
without a word to the imposition of heavy du- 
ties on all we want to export to that country, 
the said duties being avowedly imposed for 
the purpose of “protecting home trade as 
much as possible.“ That policy proposed for 
us by ‘the free-traders is neither statesman- 
ship nor common sense. It would be the 
height of folly. }

Suicide of Marie Wilt. 

Marie Wilt, who recently committed sui- 
cide by throwing herself from the fifth story 
of the house where she lived in Vienna, was in 
many respects an extraordinary singer. For 
twenty-five years prima donna of the Impe- 
rial Opera-House in Vienna, she retired from 
public life ten years ago, when her voice be- 
gan to fail. It is said that so remarkable and 
varied were her powers that she could sing 
with equal ease and finished art such widely 
differing roles as the Queen of Night in Mo- 
zart's Magic Flute,“ Reiza 1 in Oberon, or 
Azucena in Trovatore. Her ond drawback 
was her personal appearance, which was that 
of a good German frau rather than of an 
opera heroine. She was fond of doing her 
own housework, the following anecdote being 
told of her. An impresario once called to see 
her; intending to offer an engagement. He 
found himself confronted by a stout, elderly 
woman who was engaged in scrubbing 
the stairs. Can I see Mme. Wilt?’ 
he asked very politely. ‘**‘ What do you want 
with her?“ made answer the elderly female, 
scrubbing away meanwhile as though her life 
depended on the completion of her task. I 
want to see heron business—pray take her my 
card and ask if I can see her. Wait a bit,” 
and the scrubbing process went on more vig- 
orously than ever. The manager grew im- 

atient. But, my dear woman, I cannot stay

possess his soulin patience till the scouring 
process was completed.

The Latest Wonder of Gotham. 

People who go out these moonlight even- 
ings for a stroll are finding the moon in places 
where she has no business to be according to 
the calendar, and then discovering that what 
they see is an electric light which is nearer 
heaven than anything they have seen before, 
Upon inquiry they learn that the light is on 
the newly finished tower of the Madison 
Square Garden—a structure which resembles 
a garden less than a square of flat prairie 
land is like a park, but which, nevertheless, 
is a wonderful building.

Good Words from Max O' Rell. 

Max O Rell has written a new book about 
America, and makes himeelf as readable as ot 
oid.

ALL BOSTON INTERESTED IN THE CON- 
SECRATION OF BISHOP BROOKS. 


The Rush for Tickets from All Classes of 
the Community -A Ceremony Which 
Was Impressive but Not Spectacular— 
English Cricketers Adored by the An- 
glomaniacs—A Dazzling Coach and Its 
Magnificent Driver—The Tale of a Cat— 
Social Lions. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 16.—[ Special Cerre- 
spondence.|—We have ‘at last got safely 
through with the manufacture of the Bishop, 
and there is peace in the hearts of the admir- 
ers of Bishop Brooks, who doubtiess bless the 
fate which has allowed them to live to see this 
day. It is true that the ceremonials upon the 
occasion of the consecration were not as ef- 
fective as they would have been in the case of 
the consecration of a Catholic dignitary, but 
they were impressive and there was through 
all the zest which comes from the fact that 
the person chiefly involved is widely beloved 
and is the object of general public interest. 

Boston is not very large, despite the fact 
that it has grown with astonishing rapidity 
during the last few years, There is a delight- 
ful provincial unity of interest in the town 
which I devoutly and sincerely hope will out- 
last my time, It gives a sort of personal 
savor to life which may be old-fashioned but 
which has belonged to every city and time 
which has accomplished much in the intel- 
lectual or in the artistic line. Here the 
same thing interests everybody. Last week a 
lady told of hearing the clerks in a large dry- 
goods store speculating upon the possibilities 
of getting a ticket to this consecration, and 
when she went later in the day to pay calls in 
the fashionable quarter she heard the same 
things said by the leaders of the social world. 
It is easy to see why there were 10,000 persons 
who tried te get tickets where only 1,500 or 
1,600 could. possibly be accommodated. 

It may not be out of place to quote here a 
remark which was told me the other day as 
having been made by Mr. Brooks, which shows 
something of his attitude upon a question over 
which there has been nota little discussion. 


A friend said to him: 

“I suppose, Mr. Brooks, that now Trinity 
Church will be turned into a cathedral for 
your diocese ?”’ 

„O, no,“ Mr. Brooks. replied, *‘ cathedrals 
are out of keeping with this country, and, 
he added, with this age. 

But is it not true, the other returned, 
„that your church is putting up a cathedral 
in New York?” 

„Les, Mr. Brooks said, smiling; but it 
is by no means certain that they will know 
what to do with it after they get it. 

The service Wednesday was oneof great 
impressiveness so far as the occasion and 
those concerned could make itso. The audi- 
ence gathered was m itself one of the most 
notable bodies of the church brought to- 
gether dur the history of New England, 
and it would be difficultto point in the ecclesi- 
astical of New England to many 
events which far dignity, significance, and im- 
portance could outrank or even equal this. 

Or the spectacular side there is less to be 
said. Of course the mere fact that the conse- 
cration is au important ceremonial makes it 
impossible not to consider it in its effective- 
ness as a spectacle as well as from a more 
religious point of view, and for one I must 
confess to disappointment. Of course one 
expe that the absence of vestments, and 
even more the lack of an altar and chancel 
decorations, would make the ceremony far in- 
ferior to a Roman Catholic function, but 
there was really no reason why the music 
should not have been fine and impressive, 
since upon this must come so much of the 

* effect . of * — On aly 
contrary the music was very ordinary, hard 
up to the level of that which one would 
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certain slowness and the 

as if the participants were not accustomed to 
this sort of thing. 

It is not necessary, however, to dwell on this 
side of the matter. uge chancel of 
Trinity justified” itself architecturally whén it 
was filled - the surpliced throng, the crimson 
scarves of those of the Bishops who wore them 
—I am frightfully ignorant in regard to the 
costumes of the Episcopal clergy—and an oc 
casional purple one domg something to relbeve 
the monotony of, the coloring. One remem- 
bered the mot of a Bestenian who described 
Mr. Brooks in Trinity as that magnificent 
animal in a semi-circular pen; and, indeed, 
when he was called up into the chancel he 
overtopped . in it. The grouping of 
the clergy around him was good, and had 
there but been some of the sumptuous stuffs 
and above all some of the lace which would 
have graced a Catholic ceremony, it would 
have been fine. 

The sermon by Bishop Potter of New York 
was an able and apt discourse, though there 
were those who detected a flavor of warning— 
shall one say—in the allusion to the late Bishop 
Paddock, who, from the standpoint of Mr. 
Brooks, was so conservative as to afford a 
striking contrast to the liberalism with which 
the new Bishop has been identified. Itwasa 
striking and impressive moment when Bishop 
Potter stood in the pulpit under the huge gilt 
tambourine which serves as a sounding-board 
and addressed Mr. Brooks, standmg at the 
head of the nave in the sight of all the congre- 
gation to be talked at. This must have been 
the most trying part of the ceremony to Mr. 
Brooks. To take one’s place before a congre- 
gation when one has something to say or to 
do is far less hard than to be ‘merely the pas- 
sive object of the discourse of another. 

The figure of the venerable Bishop Williams 
of Connecticut, the presidi Bishop of the 
American church, was one of the most noble 
and impressive of all that white-robed com- 
pany. He had the appearance of so much 
benignity and simple dignity that he seemed 
peculiarly fitted for the office which he heid, 
and there was an air most persuasive to 
righteousness in his looks. Some of the 
Bishops were of most undignified and unholy 
girth about the middle, as if their waist line 
had vanished under such a succession’ of good 
dinners as would have been more becoming to 
a worldly-minded layman than to an ecciesi- 
astic; but Bishop Williams has a venerable 
figure and a carriage which, despite the weight 
of years, is still tine and appropriate. 

Now that all is over the ecc esiastical world 
may take time to settle down to its normal 
condit:on of quiet, and the question of Bishop 
Brooks’ suceessor in the pulpit of Trinity will 
be left for the circumstances of 
fix. It is, of eourse, wise to let this issue wait 
a little and when the right man appears the 
church will be ready for him. 


In Real English Style. 


We have been very English here during the 
last week. Notin this matter of the conse- 
cration of a Bishop, forin England they do 
these things on a much more generous scale, 
as witness the consecration of five Bishops in 
a body at St. Paul’s Cathedral in London the 
other day. We have, however, had Lord 
Hawke and his cricketers and we have had the 
starting of the new coaching line. 

The cricketers excited a good deal of inter- 
est in the very limited circle of folk who care 
for cricket, and the outer circle, about as uu 
merous, of folk who are trying hard to under- 
stand and to care for it on the ground that it 
is quite the proper thing. weather has 
been diabolical and those who had the pleas- 
ure of seeing the gentlemen of England beat 
the team of the n Athletic Association 
paid for their fun by pinched noses and shiv- 
ering bodies. To hear the men who affect to 
know all about it discuss the game and fling in 
the technical terms with affected recklessness 
is something to take one’s breath away, and 
if there chances to be somebody present who 
really knows about cricket and cares to take 
the trouble to correct their mistakes, it is no 
less amusing. There were some hundreds of 
persons who stood about in the inclement 
weather to see the fun., but there are two or 
three times that number who.are able to tell 
one all about it and to explain exactly why 
things were as they were and how they should 
have been different.. There are at least a 
hundred mer to be met with who are confi- 
dent that the Englishmen would have been de- 
feated if they and men like them had been on 
the American team.

EVERY ONE THOUGHT HE WAS DEAD. 


A Wink of the Eye Saves Beverly Brown 
from Burial Alive. 

New York, Oct. 15.—Beverly Brown, a col- 
ored man lying on a cot in the City Hospital, 
Jersey City, came near being buried alive yes- 
terday. 

Two weeks ago Brown was found by the 
police wandering around apparently deranged. 
He was committed to the county: jail to 
await examination as to his sanity. He is a 
powerful negro, splendidly developed, fully 
six feet in height, and. apparently be- 
longs to the colored sporting fraternity. 
While in the jail he became very violent at 
times, and the keepers had to watch closely to 
prevent him from injuring himself or others. 
His wonderful strength, which seemed to have 
been exhausted by his frantic outbursts, failed 
him Tuesday night and he sank into a coma- 
tose condition. 

Jailer Birdsall and his assistants thought 

esterday morni that Brown was dead. 
e body N the usual signs of death. 
Physician Converse concluded that Brown had 
pees away. Dr. Converse notified Assistant 
orgue-Keeper Louis A. Heck to remove the 
remains from the hospital. Later in the day 
Heck took the bcdy to the morgue to prepare 
it for burial. 

Heck and his assistant were about to place 
the body on ice when Heck happened to pass 
his hand over one of the eyebrows. As he 
touched the eyebrow the oyelid opened and 
winked. 

Heck staggered back, and then with a wild 
cry ran out of the room. His speed would 
have caused a professional sprinter to turn 

reen with envy. He ran breathlessly to Dr. 
nwick’s house. Dr. Vreeland was also 
called. 

After a hurried examination of the body, 
the two physicians said: Why, there's life 
here yet!’ 

The ‘winking of the eye, which so alarmed 
Keeper Heck, they said, was due to spasmodic 
contraction. 

An ambulance was called and Brown was 
taken to the City Hospital. Everything was 
done to arouse the man from his deep trance. 

House Physician Shelby said last night that 
he and his assistants had been working all the 
evening over Brown. They applied electricity 
and hypodermic injectiors, and at last the col- 
ored man slowly began to revive. He 
spoke only once, murmuring Save me, 
Jesus!“ 

Dr. Shelby thinks Brown is suffermg from 
some cerebral affection, that plunged him into 
the state of coma that so nearly ‘resulted in 
his burial alive.

HENRY VIII. A MUCH ARUSED MAN, 
ACCORDING TO MR. FROUDE, 


The Historian Undertakes a Defense of « 
King Whom Most Writers Have De- 
nounced—Catherine Was Disposed Of 
Only for Political Reasons und te Secure 
a Successor— While Waiting for a Divorce 
the Love for Anne Boleyn Grew—New 
Biography of Gen. Crook. 


New York, Oct. 15.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.|~-Mr. Froude has mistaken his voca- 
tion. He should have been a divorce lawyer 
ra her than a historian. In his latest book, 
* The Divorce of Catherine of Aragon,” 
which Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish 
next week—under the new Copyright act, by 
the way—he renews his defense of Henry VIIL., 
whose villainies he glosses over so that they 
shine like virtues. He berates history as be- 
ing unreliable, and tells us that we must not 
believe all that we read—a timely warning 
when we are about to read a new volume by 
James Anthony Froude, Mr. Froude is a 
dangerous historian because he 1s so fascin- 
ating a writer. He takes an old subject such 
as this ‘and weaves a new story out of it. One 
reads it with as much avidity as he would a 
romance, and if he had not such a well- 
founded belief in the wickedness of Henry 
VIII. he would at once become a convert to 
Mr. Froude’s views:

I am not going to dispute 
with so eminent an historian as Mr. Froude. I 
will not deny to Henry that “he protected 
individual Lutherans to the edge of rashness, 
that he “ gave the nation the English Bible,” 
that he made Latimer a Bishop, or that he 
took away completely and forever the power 
of the prelates to punish what they called 
heresy ex officio and on their own authority.“ 
Nor will I deny that liberal philosophy 
would have had a bad time of it in England, 
perhaps in all Europe, if there had been no 
Henry VIII. to take the Pope by the throat.

It Has Many Victims in Connecticut and 
Khode Island Towns. 

PLarinFigeLp, Conn., Oct. 14.—Something of 
the nature of la grippe has struck this section 
of the State in earnest. Never since the epi- 
demic of 1868 has such suffering from ca 
tarrhal and lung diseases prevailed here. 
Nine-tenths of the citizens of this town are 
suffering with these epidemic colds. Drug 
stores and local physicians are dealing out 
quinine in great quantities, and the ravages 


‘of la gfippe of two years ago are pushed into 


the shade. Farmers, mechanics, professional 

men, and even idlers are sneezing and cough- 

ing, many of them bejng confined to their

In Mossup the disease resembles typhoid fe- 
ver, and commences with a severe cold.

THE FINE ARTS. 
Thurber’s first annual exhibition of Ameri- 


pieces and heads. 

Charles Sprague Pierce sends a decorative head 
with flowing hair of ja red, impossible color in 
nature, though ported legitimate as a piece of 
decorative color, ch he has given the title 
“Tho Wind.” The drawing of the face is strong 
and masterly. : 

Of the two heads sent by James Symington 
one entitled Beatrice is well drawn. di 
and pleasing in color. Phyllis,“ by Perceval de 
Luce, showing a young woman wearing a black 
three-cornered cocked hat, trimmed with violet, 
and a white and violet dress, is the more im- 
portant of two works sent by this artist. 

Miss Maud Humphreys exhibits two single 
figures which are well drawn and painted. Her 
Summer Girl.“ showing a young woman dressed 
in red playing a banjo, and posed against a red 
background, is an excellent study, a barmony in 
reds. 


Perhaps the most interesting of the small figure 
pieces is one by Miss Alice Herschberg, to which 
she has given the title, Look Then Into Thine 
Heart and Write.” Itshows a young woman 
with a handsome, pensive face seated at an old- 
fashioned secretary or writing desk in the act of 
composing a letter. It is painted in a frank. 
simple manner, which renders it especially pleas- 


ing. 

Gerome Ferris Caren.“ a young woman in a 
black velvet jacket and pink satin dress with a 
guitar, is cleverly painted, as is also his At the 
Harem Door” an armed Janizary attired in blue, 
standing against the yellow hangings of a door. 
Stephen Ferris sends three figure subjects, The 
Spanish Garden.“ The Shah’s Bodyguard.“ and 
the King's Secretary,” all of which are credit- 
able works. 

In Lyell Oarr’s “A Pleasant Duty,” a young 
woman is seen feeding acalf froma pail.

„A Summer Walk,” showing a young woman in 
white walking in a garden, anda picturesque 
view on the canal at Bloomfield, N. J., by Frank 
Day, have many good qualities. 

An excellently painted half length of an old 
man with his hands resting on a Bible, by L. C. 
Earle, is entitled Meditation.” 

Among the landscapes and marines, J. William 
Patteson’s “Spires of Gloucester,“ showing a 
stranded fishing boatin the foreground and the 
town in the distance across the bay; William T. 
Richards’ Concord Head, Conanicut Island; 
F. K. M. Renn’s Crescent Beach,” Harry C. 
Eaton’s Near Little Ferry, N. J.“ showing a 
fine gray effect, relieved by the autumnal browns 
and reds; A. D. Abbott's Near Springfield,”

nell, and Looking Over Staten Island,” a view 
on the salt marshes at low tide, by J. C. Nicoll, 
are works worthy of notice.

Mr. August Gross has added to his collec- 
tion at the Stevens Gallery a rare and ancient 
cabinet ornamented with rich carvings in the 
rennaissance style. These carvings represent 


] biblical and mythological subjects, and there are 


over 150 figures executed in high relief. The cab- 
inet also contains several secret drawers. Its 
history is that it was originally owned by the 
Medicis famuly, gave it to the Bellaceio fam- 
ily, and afterwards it came into the possession of 
the artist Fortuny, from whose hands it passed 
successively into those of Speridon, the artist, 
and his sons, from whom Mr. Gross received it. 
The cabinet is also accompanied by two antique 


chairs and three vases. 

Mr. Gross has, in tion to these objects of 
art, a set of fourteen Napoleon I. plates of Sévres 
ware, decorated with the portraits of Napoleon, 
Josephine, and the various Marshals and Gener- 
als of the French army, and a number of cups 
and saucers of different epochs. The most rare 
are some Sévres ware in pate  tendre, 
which bear the medallions of Marie An- 
toinette, Marie de Medicis. Henri II., 
and other soverigns of France. Other rare ob- 
jects of value are two bonnets richly embroidered 
in gold, which are said to have belonged to Marie 
Antoinette and one of her maids of honor.

New pictures have also been added to the 
collection. Among them is an interesting Rous- 
seau painted in a light key and delicate in color. 
The scene represented is a marshy meadow with 
cattle in the foreground and a range of mountains 
in the distance. A-cattle piece by Vuillefroy 
showing a herd coming down a road in a land- 
scape, which was evidently taken from near the 
Spanish frontier in France,combines many good 
qnalities. A sketch of.a horse bearing the saddle 
and accoutrements of the French chasseurs is in- 
teresting as showing the style of the artist.

A military subject, “The Right of the Line,“ 
by P. Grolleron, shows a column of French infantry 
advancing along a road bordered bya broken 
stone wall on the right of a line of battle which 
may be seen advancing through an open field. 
The action is spirited and the details of the uni- 
forms, arms, and trappings are painted with re- 
markable accuracy, yet, at the same time, they are 
not made obtrusively prominent in the picture. 

A well-painted figure by E. Munier is entitled 
“Resting at the Spring.” A girl is reclining 
against a bit of masonry from which the water 
of the spring is gushing. She holds a wooden 
pitchfork in her hands and beside her is a basket 
of apples. 

The Crusaders by Detti shows a party of 
mounted knights, accompanied by their men on 
foot, coming along a road through a wood at 
sunset. The relations of the tones and values of 
this picture are false in some instances, but the 
subject is pleasing and the painting of the armor 
and textures of the uniforms is carried to a mar- 
velous degree of finish. 

An interior by Ejsmond showing a father with 
his little son or his knee and the mother leaning 
on a table watching them is a subject full of iu- 
terest, painted with great care and accuracy. 

A small figure of a musician with a violin under 
his arm, making a bow to his audience, by G. 
Kardos, is finished with an attention to detail 
—_ t equal to that found in the work of Meis- 
sonier. 

“On the Bosphorus” is a typical Ziem, with 
dash and brilliant color familiar to that artist. 
“A Cardinal,” by Leo Hermann, is an excellent 
example of his work in which the still life is finely 
executed. A small picture by Grison of a market 
place is interesting, as is also the scene at the 
door of a mosque by Francke. 

In addition to the collection which Mr. Irwin 
has with him for sale, is a picture which he 
picked up in New York, and is undoubtedly a 
valuable artistic find. Its authenticity has 
not yet been proven, but it is intended to submit 
it to professional experts in London, The history 
of the work for the last thirty years is that it has 
lain in the shop of a frame-maker in New York 
ever since it was brought there to be framed by 
an old sea captain, who never returned to claim 
it.

London, in 1811, five years after the 
Village Politicians’ was painted, there is given 
besides the original a sketch of the same subject, 
and the announcement is made that an etching 
will be made from the original picture, indicating 
that there must have been replicas. The sad end- 
ing of Wilkie and his burial at sea, which was 
made famous by Turner’s picture, are well known.

Among the new water colors received by 
Mr. H. Van Gigch at the Richelieu are several ex- 
cellent single figures of soldiers of the time of 
Louis XIII. and the seventeenth century, by De 
Courten, a Belgian painter, which are remarka- 
bly well executed.

The Art Amateur publishes in its October 
issue several practical articles on the painting of 
dogs and horses, pen drawing. the preparation of 
working drawings, and How to Paint a Head.” 
The last by Frank Fowler is accompanied by a 
series of colored plates showing the progressive 
stages of the execution of a head in oil color, 
which enables the student to better comprehend 
the system of painting laid down in the text. The 
plates are a vast improvement upon some of the 
flat and empty dashes of color which have been 
published as studies for amateur painters. This 
journal has announced that these series of plates 
will be one of its practical features for the com- 
ing year, The same idea will be carried out in 
regard to painting in water colors and will be ex- 
tended to apply, in both oils and water colors. to 
the painting of the figure, flowers, landscape, 
still life, and of cattle, dogs, and other animals. 
It is aimed to make the colored plates so far as 
possible serve in the place of a master. Thousands 
of art students live away from the centers of art 
instrucuon. Most of these never see broad, free 
sketches by artists of reputation, nor have they 
any but the vaguest ideas how real artists work.

The cost of the decorations of the parks and 
squares of the City of Paris, not including the 
Bois de Boulogne and the Bois de Vincennes, are 
said to have cost over 12,000,000 france. Eighty- 
six pow erected since 1878 eost the city 1,365,000 
francs, and before this the sums voted for this 
purpose amounted to only 403,700 francs. These 
figures show the remarkable increase in the num- 
ber of statues annually erected, which has caused 
certain persons to protest against what they con- 
sider extravagance in that direction. Paris counts 
eighteen monumental public fountains, which 
form a large item of the expense of keeping up 
the public pars. Some of these fountains are 
the result of the ¢olaboration of several artists, 
such as the famOns fountain of St. Michael and 
the fountain of Universe in the Luxémbourg 
mo which is the work of Carpeaux and Fre- 
miet. 

The decorations of municipal edifices. with 
counting the Hotel de Ville, comprise 266 — 
and statues in stone or marble. The Hotel de 
Ville has 194 on its four fogades and sixty-eight 
statues, bas or medallions in its inner 
courts. The Cathedral of Chartres is ornamented 
by 1,800 statues, and the Milan cathedral counts 
6,000. The decofations of the Hotel de Ville cost 
over 1,000,000 francs.

Miss Flora B. Haddix of Davenport, Ia., 
and Her Duties. 

Davenport, Ia., Oct. 17.— Special. |—Miss 
Flora B. Haddix is a slender lady of a little 
more than average height, having brown hair 
and eyes, and is a most interesting person to 


talk with. In 1880 she 
was graduated from 
Oskaloosa College, and 
in 1884 took up the 
study of shorthand with 
the determination of 
being a court reporter. 
But litt ie time was spent 
in college, but the study 
was carried on at home 
with the help of a sis- 
ter, who dictated to her 
two hours each day, the

HEALTH BOOMERS AND CENSUS RETURNS. 


Supt. Porter Talks About the Work of His 
Bureau, ‘ 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 17.—Census Superin- 
tendent Porter last night talked about the cen- 
sus before the American Statistical Associa- 
tion. Hesaid the health boomers in large 
cities usually ignored the census altogether. 
This was so in 1870 and 1880 in many 
cities. They calmly added 50,000 or 
100,000 to the census returns, thus 
keeping down death rates and let 
the people feast on the luscious falsehood 
rather than offend them by the bitter truth. 
The result of the direct inquiry as to the debt 
on farms and homes is not yet complete, it 
was announced, but that inquiry had so far 
advanced that Mr. Porter was able 
to state that the average farm and 
home debt of the partial returns 
from counties distributed throughout 
the union was shown to be $1,288 for farms 
and $924 for homes. If these averages hold 
be for the United States there is an existing 

ebt in force of $2,500,000,000 on the farms 
and homes occupi 
cum bered. 


A NEBRASKA ALDERMAN DISAPPEARS. 


H. M. Rice of Lincoln Missing and Foul 
Play Is Suspected.

Parnell Newspaper in Dublin, 

Lowpon, Oct. 14.—The newspapers of the 
British {sles are still full of reminiscences of 
the late Mr. Parnell, almost every public man 
having been induced to say or write something 
in regard to the great Irish leader, Mr. Henry 
Labouchere, M. P., writes: 

„Mr. Parnell has been ailing for several 
years. I told him three years ago that he was

THE THORNTON-JEWELL SENSATION. 


Doubtful Yarn of Thornton’s Being Car- 
ried Out to Sen by un Undertow. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 15,—Public atten- 
tion here has been greatly attracted by the 
latest phases of the Thornton-Jewell rescue 
from drowning, and Pastor Junor’s firm be- 
lief in the innocence of the couple has caused 
„horse laugh all over town, The parson 
and Mr. Roebuck have been doing big de- 
tective business here for the last week, and 
both say they are convinced that the sto- 
ries of Thornton and Eva are all right, and 
that investigations here proved (to them, at 
least) that their journey from the coast to 
this city was not at all improbable. 

Paul D. Barr, the Pullman car conductor, 
arrived here iate last night. From 9 till nearly 
12 o’clock he was closeted with Mr. Junor. 
who had a stenographer present to take down 
the conductor’s story in detail. Mr. Barr says 
nothing in heaven or on earth can ever con- 
vince him that Samuel Thornton and Eva 
Jewell did not travel in his car trom New 
Orleans to Jacksonville Friday night and Sat- 
urday. Sept. 18 and 19, 1891, at a time when 
they claim they were aboard a Spanish vessel 
on the Atiantic Ocean. The parson subjected 
him to a very strict cross fire of questions, but 
could not shake his testimony. itor Carter, 
too, was taken in hand, but he held to every 
detail as first given by him. In a long state- 
went prepa for Junor he says: 

rode with my back to the engine, they 
facing me about three seats away on the op- 
posite side of the aisie. I watched thein 
closely, for I took them to be a bridal couple. 
I particularly recall having seen the lady

The country 
was, of. course, entirely new to them, and 
the statement t their landing place was 
between py fat * and Pablo was only 
a surmise of theirs. I have been all 
over the ape Boy + there, and I am 
firmly convinced it was possible for them 
to have been landed south of Pablo Beach, 
and to have reached Jacksonville in the man- 
ner described by them. If they had been 
landed six miles or more south of Pablo they 
could have struck out in a southwesterly 
direction and have reached South Jackson- 
ville by foot and by cart without any of the 
geographical impossibilities which some of 
the mewspaper reports have woven about 
them. ‘hey would, of course, have been 
obliged to cross a railroad track once, if not 
8 in their anxiety to reach civiliza- 
tion they might not have noticed this.” 

He says that he has pursued his investiga- 
tions here as far as he wants to, but he a.

THE ROTUNDITY-REDUCING STAYS OF 
FASHIONABLE YOUNG FOPS. 


Silly Swells in Stays—What the Corsets 
Dudes Wear, Look Like, and Cost-Act- 
ors Whose Shapes Are Not What They 
Seem—The Penalty of Masculine Shape- 
liness Is Corsets—What the Tallors 
Say. 

One doesn’t hear much about it, but a 
great many of the well-dressed men of today 
wear corsets. It is sad, but true, that a large 
majority of the society fops who pose as 
modeis of masculine beauty are as completely 
“made up” as any ball-room belle with her 


touches of paint and powder. 

According to tailors, who ought to know, 
more than half of the straiybt-backed, hand- 
somely-formed Apollos with whom upsuspect- 
ing maidens fall in Jove owe their symmetry 
of figure to genuine whalebones and steels. 

It is by no means an original idea with 
them, however. They inherited the idea from 
their ancestors. Fifty years ago the swells of 
London knew, or at least they thought they 
knew, that Bulwer wore affairs of this kind

from the other sex. 

The consequence was that when Lytton 
made his attack on Tennyson in the columns 
of Punch and declared that he out-babied 
Wordsworth and out-glittered Keats, and re

It is obvious from this that the Poet Laureate 
thought that the most severe thing he could 
say about a man was that his tailor was in the 
habit of padding his coat and that his haber- 
dasher was in the habit of supplying him with 
corsets. I don’t know but that this idea would 
be indorsed to a very considerable extent in 
the present day. and yet it is known that so 
distinguished a man as Roscoe Conkling wore 
corsets and wore thein constantly after he had 
passed his thirtieth year, and made no con- 
cealment of the fact, although, of course, from 
the nature of our present dress, he made a 
concealment of the corsets. 

When He Loses His Shape. 

The man who wears corsets today usually 
orders them from a gentlemen's furnishing 
store. He probably comes to the determina- 
tion of wearing corsets when he begins to 
grow so stout that the line of his waist is 
nearly obliterated, and he finds, as he views 
himself in the long pier glass, that there is 
scarcely any curve whatever from the point of 
his arm-pit to the beginning of the hips. 

The ordinary man usually exhibits a good 
deal of embarrassment in givi his first or- 
der forthis new and strange feature in his 
wardrobe. Indeed, he dreads so much the 
necessity, or alleged necessity, for giving it 
that in many cases he buys a large-si 
misses’ corset an the pretense that it is for his 
daughter, whois staying out of town, ur for 
some other lady member of his family. He 
finds, however, that this affair does not fit, and 
after all he is compelled to resort to his haber- 
dasher.. Then, oven, he doesn’t always come 
out and say it is for himself, and when hedoes 
acknowledge that he is go to wear them he 
formulates all manner of diverting excuses, 
the chief among them being that he is 
troubled with weak muscies and that his doc- 
tor has advised hit that a corset is absolutely 
necessary. The proprietor of the store takes 
these excuses as a matter of course, assures the 
customer with a perfectly sober face that there 
is nothing like corsets fora weak back and 
muscles, and immediately orders the article 
from a regular manufacturer. 

These cotsets look more than anything else 
like a large-sized belt curvei for the hips, and 
are about ten inches wide. They are made of 
the same material as a woman’s corset, but 
whalebones are genérally used instead of steel 
for the purpose of giving shape to them. They 
are usually laced at the back, and ‘are fastened 
in front by meansof eleven small elastic 
bands. The elastic is used so as to give per- 
fect freedom of motion. 

Ho much do these corsets cost? I asked 
a large manufacturer. 

“* The corset wearers pay all the way from 
$2.50 to $20 a pair, and they are very partic- 
ular, not to say cranky, about the fit of them.“ 

In the first place, as the dealer explained, a 
man never knew what size he required, and 
as he was apt to grow stouter or thinner much 
more rapidly and oftener than a woman it was 
a more difficult matter to keep his corsets a 
perfect fit. 

When a customer puts himself into the 
hands of his haberdasher, as regards his stays, 
that individual is supposed to keep them in 
perfect order; and, by letting out and takin; 
in when occasion requires, in this way to keep 
the wearer feeling comfortable. It is some- 
thing like putting on a strait-jacket at first, 
though, with men that have pever worn them. 
They fuss, fume, and complain that the corsets 
are too tight until they become used to the pe- 
culiar straitenéd ae 

“Their pride usually helps them along,” 
said the manufacturer, and with the goal of 
a perfect figure in view, they bear the discom- 
fort with resign ation. 

What class of men wear them?“ 

Those M ho Wear Them, 

*The. men Who wear them are, in the first 
place, the fashionable young fellows around 
town, who are intent on being known for 
their handsome figures, and who do every- 
thing they can to increase the size of their 
shoulders. and diminish the size of their 
waists. Outside of these are the military 
men and stopt men, who find themselves 
growing too corpuient for gracefulness. 

Actcrs wear them, and among the 
actors who.are addicted to this sort of thing 
Kyrie Bellew and Herbert Kelcey are most 
frequently quoted. At the time Hazel Kirke 
was bemg played at the Madison Square, in 
New York, it was said that the steels of the 
corsets. worn by Gustavus Levick could be 
plainiy seen through his cashmere dressing 
jacket worn in ene of the scenes. Actors who 
wear corsets, however, secure theirs from a 
theatrical costumer, instead of the fashionable 
furnishing goods men. But the man who pro- 
poses to be well dressed and present as hand- 
some and as graceful an outlined figure to the 
world as possible doésn’t confine himeelf to 
corsets. As Tennyson suggested fifty years 
ago, he is not only the man who wears the 
stays, but heis tne ded man who wears 
the stays. So, whan he goes to his tailor, that 
badly-used individual, who is usually found 
fault within literature because he has the 
hardibood to present a bill for his work, he 
instructs him that he must buila the figure 
up and out,” as the technical phrase goes, 
into a thoroughly good example of graceful, 
manly beauty. 

A well-known tailor tells me that one of bis 
most effective modes of retaining the graceful 
curves in a figure is to whalebone the vest. 
This is done as carefully and thoroughly as a

It must be understood that thero is as 
much vaaity and ree of personal appearance 
in the majority of dudes as in women, and in 
cases where a really sensible man would scout 
the suggestion of anything like a corset he 
submits to the whalebone process on being 
assured by his tailor that in that way the in- 
creasing stoutness which his love of good din- 
ners has ca may be retained within 
bounds and the corpulency effectually dis- 


guised. 

This maker of fine clothes evidently consid- 
ers whalebones as a sort of blessmg to dude- 
dom, and when the man of fashion flies to 
him at the first signs of increasing rotundity, 
he quietiy but firmiy insists on adding these 
gn to the distressed customer’s clothing.

While thinking thus, we come suddenly 
upon the Aleott house, nestled at the foot of 
the pine-covered bluff that rises beside it.

chair. Here I could sit all day and listen and 
dream. Here one feels how truly solitude is 
the mother of thought, and how the world’s 
greatest thinkers must draw their purest 
thoughts from the deep wells of silence. But 
I know full well that I cannot feel all the 
charm of this sylvan study, unless, like Haw- 
thorne, I could spend many a moonlight 
night and starlit dawn with a soul all attuned 
to its music and its mystery. 

As Victor Hugo has said the root of every 
altar is in a tomb, and to many a soul “the 
still small voice has spoken deeper truths 
beside a tomb than ever came to it in temple 
or cathedral. The graves of these men are as 
simple and eloquent as their lives. 

We do not ow the long way around by 
the street to Sleépy Hollow, but rather the — 
across the fields along which Emerson and Haw- 
thorne often walked to the new-made grave of 
Thoreau. The forbidding sign No trespass- 
ing allowed on these grounds,’’ does not deter, 
for what trespassing can there possibly be in 
a fallow-field all run wild with thistles, asters, 
and golden rod. ere is no more trespassi 
in that field than is done by the bees an 
birds. So we wander along its well-defined 
path until the street is reached and the en- 
trance just across the way to Sleepy Hollow. 
We skirt the terraced hollow which gives the 
cemetery its name, and stroll up under the 
trees to the summit of the hill. 

How different is this silent city from gorge- 
ous Mount Auburn, aflame with every flower 
where are the tombs of Longfellow, an

Channing, and Choate, and Sumner, and 
Agassiz, and the new-made grave of Lowell. 
Yet in its simple, natural beauty it seems the 
more fitting resting-place of the three men 
whose long sleep beneath its pines and oaks 
hes made it holy ground. Upon the summit 
of the hill, beneath two stately sentinel pines, 
is a huge, irregularly-fractured, unhewn 
bowlder of Quincy granite at the head of a 
grave. No name, no date, nothing to indicate 
who is sleeping beneath save upon the moss- 
covered headstones, inclosed by the same 
“era wire fence, is the name Emerson. No 

ower is there—only the pines and their mu- 
sic, and the pee sn | oaks, and the soft 
fragrant carpeting of leaves. A withered 
wreath lies upon the low grave, only the 
fading mosses left of all its beanty. While 
sitting upon a marble railing near, looking up 
at the stately pines and thinking of Thoreau’s 
strange words, The pine tree is as immortal 
as 1 am and perchance will go to as high 
a heaven, there to tower above me still.“ a 
large gray squirrel suddenly darts like a flash 
of gray dawn over the leaves, and seeing us, 
suddenly stops upon the grave of Emerson, 
seeming uncertain whether we may not be 
some new headstones. After an instant’s 
pondering he darts up the nearest pine and 
hangs himself over one of the topmost boughs 
to watch and investigate. 

We leave the simple tomb with nature’s 
ever watchful sentinels and wander down over 
the brow of the hill to two graves so near 
each other that the boughs of the same far- 
reaching oaks almost cover them, The myr- 
tle-covered grave at the right, within the 
hedge of arbor vi is the resting-place of 
Hawthorne. Here the 24th of May, 1864, on 

That one bright day 
In that long week of rain, 
Emerson buried his friend Hawthorne where 
but two years before they had laid Thoreau to 
rest. It is fitting that the pines Hawthorne 
loved so well and where fairy music was for- 
ever floating jnto his thought and words 
should still breathe their lian melodies 
over his tomb. Across the path and a little 
way down the hill is the grave of Thoreau. 
Upon the family monument we look long for 
the name we are seeking, until at the back, 
unobtrusive and inconspicuots as his life, is 
seen the name — Henry Thoreau—and we know 


that we are * aka upon the spot 
0 


where, that day of May, 1862, Emerson had 
stood beside his friend’s open grave and said 
of him: “ His soul was made for the noblest 


society; he had in a short life exhausted the 
capabilities of this world; wherever there is 


knowledge, wherever there is virtue, wherever 
there is beauty, be will find a home.” 

We look down upon the low grave, and per- 
haps it is fitting that we know not in which 


one rests the man who has been the most mis- 


unders : 
Popularly believed to be a misanthrope, he 


as contrary the most genial of com- 
Paniens the idolised playmate of children. 


tood of American writers and thinkers.

one whom kittens must have believed an evo- 
lution of their own species, so fond was he of 
playing with them; a man who, it is said, 
came into every home like asunbeam. He 
retired with Nature and lived alone with her, 
not because he disliked men and the works, 
but because he believed Nature alone coul 
reveal to him the truths his soul sought, and 
when she failed him he frankly confessed it 
and advised his friends never to try a similar 
experiment unless they had a large surplus of 
“internal sunshine.”’ 

Sleepy Hollow is not a city of the dead, but 
one of living voices, and as one wanders again 
down the hill over its soft, leafy carpeting 
there is no shadow of death upon the soul. 
The happy squirrels, whose tails are seen fly- 

in every direction, are fitting dwellers of 
this silent home of the men who believed that 
nature is the incarnation of a thought. 

The sun is fast sinking toward the horizon, 
and even if I were willing to leave Concord 
without seeing the pile of stones beside Wal- 
den pond, which marks the site of Thoreau’s 
hut, and without finding tne old hut itself, now 
converted by a practical farmer into a tool- 

se, we cannot leave without a visit to that 
old historic house—the old manse. Itis this 
which hastens our footsteps along the simple 
village street—and we still have glimpses in 
memory of patient cows looking over un- 
opened . at beds of asters, and phlox, and 
merigolds within. Turningto the right we 
are in the narrow country road, with its fields 
of corn and clover on the left, and upon the 
right the commodious farm house and a 
low rambling structure which might have 
been a country inn a century ago. 

But soon upon the left we discover, far 
back from the road, the old gambrel-roofed 
manse built by Emerson’s grandfather, the 
Rev. Wiliam Emerson, the pastor of the little 
Puritan flock of old Concord and whose house, 
the parsonage, was therefore called the manse. 
It is guiltless of paint and its color has been 
softened by the brush of time into harmony 
with the landscape, making one utter anathema 
upon any hand that shall ever dare to dese- 
crate with a profane brush its walls, sacred to 
time and memories. We enter the gate ad 
saunter up the long, ash-shaded avenue to the 
old-fashioned doorstep. 

Every visitor is doubtless told as we were 


-by the old lady who cumes to the door that 


Mr. Hawthorne never had anything to do with 
the old manse, never lived here but six weeks 
in his life,“ and that Mr. Emerson never 
had anything to do with it either.“ The dear 
old lady has become a little snappish and 
soured, it may be, because of the many visit- 
ors to the house made famous by its transient 
dwellers. So one can forgive her manner and 
her bad memory, though we know that Mr. 
Emerson’s grandfather built the old manse 
and that it was from his study on the second 
floor at the back ot the house overlooking the 
river he watched the famous revolutionary 
battle whieh he afterward so graphically de- 
scribed. We know, too, that it was in this 
very study Emerson wrote his Nature,“ and 
that here afterward Hawthorne wrote his 
Mosses from the Old Manse,” We look 
down the ash-shaded avenue and remember 
that it was up this very grassy walk, under the 
trees planted by Emerson’s grandfather, Haw- 
thorne led his bride in the midsummer. days 
of 1842, and that it was within these very vine- 
clad walls he then devoted himself, as he ex- 
pressed it, to literature and happiness. 
The four happy years speut here found ex- 

ression in Sappaccini’s Daughter and the 
immortal Mosses. 

But we leave the century-worn doorstep and 
wander down beneath the ashes where Haw- 
thorne walked and dreamed, and out again at 
the old-fashioned gate. Just beyond, at the 
corner running along the west side of the 

unds of the old manse, isa historic road. 
urning tothe left we walk down beneath 
the very old trees that looked down upon the 
battle of Concord. A long, unhewn stone slab 
built into the stone wall at the left marks the 
place where two British soldiers were buried, 
while in the middle ot the street is a simple 
monuinent which marks the spot where fell 
the first heroes of American inde- 
pendence. Beyond, just before ve 
reach the bridge, is the Concord mon- 
ument, surmounted by French's minute-man 
with his flint- lock musket and . ponderous 
powder horn. As we look up at that alert 
figure, which seems alive with indomi 


patriotism, we cannot wonder here

defeat. Below the simple story of the battle 
is told in Emerson’s lines: 
By the rude bridge, that arched the flood, 
Their flag to April’s breeze unfurled: 
Here once the embattled farmers stood, 
And fired the shot heard round the world. 
The glowmg sunset light falls upon the 
river, turning it into a river of blood, and 
lighting up the brow of the minute-man with 
a flash of victory. So we leave them, the 
Concord battlefield ana the old manse—both 
battlefields—the one where stout hearts and 
brave arms won for tneir country civil liberty 
—the other. where a silent, bioodless battle 
was fought by brave souls and eloquent pens 
for intellectual freedom. Every blade of 
grass here seems sacred, for it has fed upon 
sacred ashes. The sunset, too, has an added 
glory, for it may have been at just such a sun- 


set that Emerson, looking out from his study 


upon the Concord battl-field, exclaimed: “* Let 
the passion for America cast out the passion 
for Europe,“ and then, protesting against our 
servile subserviency to European standards, 
declared : 

We will walk on our own feet: we will work 
with our own hands; we will speak our own 
minds; a nation of freemen will for the first time 
exist, because each believes himself inspired by 
the divine soul which inspires all men. 

The shrieking locomotive, the careless pas- 
sengers do not seem to belong to the time of 
the old manse and Sleepy Hollow, and after a 
day in dreamy. soul-haunted Concord, old 
Boston—that pandemonium of crooks, crook- 
ed streets, crooked morals, and crooked isms 
of all sorts—seems what the Purgatorio must 
oes in — — tortured, retrospective 
soul after breathing the inspirmg air upon 
heights of the Paradise. 0 5

Boulogne-Sur-Mer No Longer the Pleasant 
Place ot Exile of Impecanious Lords 
and Disreputable Dukes, but Still. Pop- 
ular for Its Quiet Life, Sea Bathing, and 
Economical Lodgings+ Where English 
Schoolboys and French Peasants Meet 
on Common Ground. 

Bovutocne-Sur-Mzr, Oct. 2.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. — There lies on the coast of 

France a nice, bright little city whose physi- 

ognomy bears the traditional French imprint 

of cheerfulness. It is called Boulogne-Sur- 

Mer. Except for the purpose of crossing the 

channel, Americans rarely make their appear- 

ance about its sunny streets. It is sacred to 

the English! . 

Boulogne-Sur-Mer figures in the British fic- 
tion of a past generation as a sort of agreeable 
debtors’ prison, or a place to which “Jukes” 
and Lords eloped with other people’s wives,

From the port up, the city 
rises in an abrupt though graceful slope, hav- 
ing for its central point the great gray dome 
of the cathedral, with its two lesser towers, 
built after the style of St. Peter’s at Rome, 
and defined most beautifully by a setting of 
green trees. Along the heights, towards 
Ambleteuse, is a heap of ruins which 
represents all that remains of the famous 
tower erected by the Rumans, which was in 
existence until the time of the wars with En- 
gland. 
mans invaded England. 

Passing under the old city gate one threads 
quaint, rough-paved streets in which may be 
seen some fine examples of old French aomes- 
tic architecture, ornate and floridand general- 
ly a well-toned dark gray in color. The Cathe- 
dral of Our Lady of Boulogne stands among 
thickly-clustered houses, some very archaic in 
appearance, others of quite a modern cast. 
On the high altar is a white marble sculptured 
representation most beautifully composed 
and lighted so as to give effective suggestions 
of perspective of Our Lady of Boulogne bear- 
ing the pnhild in her arms standing in the 
miracul®us: boat, with an angel seated at 
either.end. reisa fragment of the orig- 
inal statue set in a large brass hand still pre- 
served in the cathedral. Candles burn about 
it night and day and the faithful stop to kiss 
it as go by.

Many of the fishermen are very rich, as riches 
go in France, owning ships and houses in the 
upper part of the town, yet they always re- 
tain their traditional costume, keep to their 
own quarter, and marry into their own guild. 
For hundreds of years the matelots and mate- 
lottes of Boulogne have formed a distinct 
race, hardy, handsome, audacious. While 
the men 0 away fishing the 
women stay at home and sell fish. The fish- 
market along the port is presided over by the 
Queen of the matelottes, who is a famous 
beauty named Caroline—created to be stared 
at by Englishmen in pursuit of a new sensa- 
tion. Caroline’s wedding is said to have been 
an imposing ceremony. The matelots have 
a church of their own—St. Peter’s—which. 
stands high on the bluff overhanging the 
lower town. The costume of the matelottes 
is quaint und sometimes quite gorgeous. 
It consists on ordinary occasions of a 
wide, white, crimped cap standing out like a 
halo about the face, a dark woolen petticoat 
and bodice, with a small fringed shawl, very 
neat err and shoes, andlong gold ear- 
rings, heavily wrought and studded with 
turquoises.

Who Never Writes His Poems. 

**Ossified Sullivan is the longshore poet. 
He is awidely known character about the 
river front.

Nobody seems to know how he came 
by his peculiar cognomen. 

He says himself that it was given him first 
by Mississippi dock hustlers away before the 
war. The dockers don’t accept this for gos- 
pel, however. Some of them say it is of re- 
cent origin, and has nothing to do with his 
poetic abilities. 

sny way, it doesn’t matter a straw 
where e got it, as nowadays it is 
true enough in a certain sense, for ‘“‘ ossi- 
fied ’’ might as well be a stock or stone for all 
the good he is at hard work. Henever by any 
chance works when he can get out of it; he 
just makes what the boys call pothry.”’ The 
number of years he has been about the docks 
is a mystery, for he was in Chicago long be- 
fore the oldest docker now in business began 
work. He shakes his head witha grave air 
when asked, but returns no answer. is 
part of his stock in trade, and he is too true a 
poet to dispel a little romance, 

Ih appearance he isa square chunk ot a 
fellow, about five feet high. He differs from 
the society poets who wear their locks in flow- 
ing ringlets. “ Ossifled wears his hair short, 
skintight in fact. He was never married. 
His disposition is sunny, and he acts and talks 
something like Goldsmith’s happy beggar. In 
the words.of actor Shakspeare, with a local 
paraphrase worked in for the occasion, “all 
the world is his oyster,” and Chicago is the 
only world he cares anything about. 

Sullivan is a poet by nature. He leads the 
hard life of the old-time Grub street poets and 
hack writers; Not that he knows anything 
much about them ortheir ways of living. 
With the unconscious egotism of genius he 
rates the poets whose books fill the shelves of 
the libraries mere triflers. Lodging-houses of 
the cheap type are his favorite haunts. Whe 
slightly mellowed and in congenial compan 
the poetic inspiration always strikeshim. It 
is doubtful if he ever wrote down a line of his 
compositions in his life, If anybody else 
thinks it worth while to do so he interposes no 
objection. But he composes with fearful 
rapidity, and to take down his effusions would 
require the pencil of an automatic stenogra- 
pher. Consequently but few of his works have 
been preserved. 

The best known is that called “ Barrels in 
the Hold,” a typical poem of six or seven 
hundrea lines. Some other time a stanza or 
two may be quoted. His genius is spontane- 
ous and of a versatile character. Occasional- 
ly bis poems ring with the simplicity and fire 
of the very old poets. He has been

The Present Stage of Low Water 


Was 
Duplicated Just Twenty Years Ago— 
Governinent Records Which Indicate 
That the Lake Level Will Rise Grad ual- 
ly and Regularly Again, Falling After a 
Period of Years—Diagrams Showing the 
Periods of High and Low Water. 

During the whole of the shipping season 


‘which is now nearing its close, and particu- 


larly within the last two months, vessel- 
owners and tugmen have experienced the 
greatest difficulty in getting loaded craft out 
of the Chicago River and into deep water. 
Instead of being able to load the great grain- 
carrying propellers down to 1544 or 16 feet, 
they have counted themselves lucky if they 


have succeeded in getting out with boats 


drawing fourteen feet of water. The river is 
lower today than at any time in recent his- 
tory, and the consequence is a decided loss to 


‘shippers. The trouble has been partly gotten 


over by the system of taking on only part of 


‘the load at the up-stream elevators and com- 


pleting it at elevators near the harbor mouth. 

But only a short time ago the City of Rome, 
drawing sixteen feet, stuck in the North 
Branch long enough to have enabled her, if 
free, to have made her trip to Buffalo, while 
many other of the larger vessels have been 
compelled to go out with three-quarters of 
their proper load. This state of things is of 
course dctrimental to vessel-owners, for the 
cost of manning and provisioning the ship, 
the expense of towage, and other incidentals 
amount to as much whether the boat be load- 
ed to the guards or flying light. 

It appears from the latest available data 
that not only the Chicago River but Lakes 
Michigan and Huron are suffering from an 
almost unprecedentedly low stage of water. 
Ever since the year 1859 careful observations 


of the water level of these lakes have been 


made by the Federal Government. The offi- 
cial figures up to June 30, 189}, have just been

—just a generation. It is evident from these 
statistics that the water of Lake Michigan is 
at least five feet lower than it was in June,

to them. Lake Michigan is low, but it has been 
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but at the same time lots of sand has been 
washed up at Michigan City and St. Joe, and 
the process still continues. But I don’t be- 
lieve that there has been any actual diminu- 
tion in the body of water in Michigan, at least 
any permanent one. We will ve water 
enough to float in fora good many thousand 
years yet. 

A retired lake Captain, who began his ex- 
periences on Lake Michigan in 1854, said that 
while the condition had changed at many 
points, and shoals had been discovered in 
many places where full depth was for- 
merly found, yet there had been 
no actual change in the status of Lake Mich- 
igan. “This lake, he said, is only a 
pocket. It is the back-water from Lake Su- 
perior. In certain conditions of wind and 
current the surplus waters of Superior run 
rapidly through the Sault Ste. Marie. Under 
other conditions the waters from the great 


lake pass into Lake Michigan. These condi- | 


tions are perpetually varying. This has been 
avery dry seuson and the local feeders of 
Lake Michigan have fallen off. Give usa 
few weeks of rain and you will hear no more 
complaints of low water in Lake Michigan.“ 

A curious amount of uncertainty prevails in 
the minds of lake sailors as to the existence or 
non-existence of a tide in the great lakes. 
Some declare that there is a perceptible tide: 
others that the movement, about the ex- 
istence of which all agree, is due simply to 
local causes, and is a eurrent and not a tide 
at all. But in all land-locked seas ofdarge 
extent, the Mediterranean, the Baltic, even 
the Caspian, the influence of the titles is felt 
in greater or less degree. That such 
vast bodies of water as compose tne 
lacustrine system of North America should 
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not be affected in a similar manner, although 
to a smaller extent than is the case with 
oceans, seems unreasonable. But mariners 
cannot be got to agree on this question, and 
while each sailor has his pet theory little in 
the nature of scientific demonstration has so 
far been attempted. That Lake Michigan 
and also Lake Huron are at this time ata 
phenomenally low stage is conceded, but as to 
the causes of this little is known and nothing 
has been proved. 

The official tables of the stage of water in 
Lake Michigan show conclusively that the 
present low water is merely a temporary con- 
dition of affairs. If previous years are any 
index of the future, the water,which was near- 
ly a foot higher in June than in February, 
should sink again until about the middle of 
next winter. Then another rise will come, and 
it will culminate at a higher int than was 
reached in June of this year. The drop which 
follows will not be as great as this year, and 
so on, the stage of water rising, on the ave 
age, year by year. The full chart shows, 
will be seen from the specimen seasons out- 
lined for Tun Trisune, that the water 
rises in summer and falls in the 
winter. These advances and recessions are 
annual, and donot interfere with the general 
advance or retreat of the water, but are evi- 
dently dependent solely on the season, where- 
as, the general low or high stage of the lake is 
referable to periods of years, although the 
reason for this has not yet been discovered. 
That the stage of water is not immediately 
dependent on the amount of rainfall is ap- 
parent, unless it shall shown that the gen- 
eral average rainfall dropped down from 1859 
to 1866, rose to 1876, rose to 1886, and then 
dropped to 1891.

Na comfortable farm 
house within an hour's 
ride of the World’s 
Fair City dwells Mr. 
Hiram Hoilister, a 
man of middle age, 
somewhat imperious 
temper, studious hab- 
its, eminent respect- 
ability, and the pos- 
sessor of a fair share 
of this world’s goods. 
The Hollister mansion 
is arambling kind of 
structure, in whose 

various additions and improvements the archi- 
tectural observer may trace the gradual im- 
provemént of the owner’s tastes or finances, 
or both, from the time when the original 
dweiling with its four rooms was built, many 
years ago, up to the period of its completed 
evolution. 

Though surrounded by houses of modern 
type the Hollister residence, as if resenting 
the incroachments ef fashion, retains many 
of the features that characterized it in the 
days when it was a farm house on a farm, and 
before the all-devouring metropolis had spread 
so as to make the Hollister acres more valu- 
able for the raising of a crop of town lots 
than for the production of corn and cabbages. 

Among these features is the old-fashioned 
cellar under the house, with its old-fashioned 
entrance on the outside. Two foldimg doors 
that slope at a convenient angle for children 
to slide down conceal the stairway that leads 
from the surface of the yard down into the 
cellar, an inner door, hung perpendicularly 
at the foot of the stairway, furnishing addi- 
tional warmth and security to the spacious 
underground apartment.

THE PALMY DAYS OF NEVADA CITY. 


How Marshal Venard Acquired the Repu- 
tation of a Hero. 

The telegraphic columns of Taz Trrsune a 
short time ago contained a dispatch from Ne- 
vada City, Cal, giving an account of the 
death of Stephen Venard, for many years 
Marshal of that town. A dispatch from the 
same place, dated Sept. 17, gave an account 
of the murder of Supt. Galavotti of the Der- 
bect Drift mine. He was killed by highway- 
men while ascending the, South Yuba River 
grade carrying to Nevada $5,000, the product 
of a clean-up at the mine. These two events 
occurring so close . to recall vividly 
an in¢ident which occurred in the ’60’s, and 
with which both Marshal Venard-and that 
Yuba River grade were intimately connected. 

In those days the hydraulic mines around 
North San Juan were panning out richly and 
the clean-up every two weeks yielded many 
thousands of the precious yellow metal. San 
Juan was twelve miles from Nevada City, 
and, the only communication was by 
stage each way once a day. By this 
stage the gold was transferred to Nevada and 
thence to San Francisco, The road passes 
through a thickly-wooded country epee 
many good hiding places for the “ro 
agents“ who were numerous in those days. 

alf way between the two towns the road 
crosses the Yuba River, which comes tumbling 
down from the Sierra Nevadas, and at this 
point passes through a deep gorge. From 
the top of the hill on one side you descend by 
à heavy grade and a system of short turns and 
reverse curves a mile andahalf to the river 
below. Then bya similar system of turns 
and curves you ascend for the same distance 
to the summit on the other side. — entire 
three miles is thickly wooded and there is but 
one dwelling—the tollhouse at the bridge 
crossing the river. Generally when money 
was sent an armed po accompanied the 
stage, but occasionally this precaution was 
neglected. 

ne morning in 1865 the stage came rat- 
tling into Nevada City with a badly rattled 
driver on the box. The outfit had been held 
up on the Yuba grade by three highwaymen 
and robbed of $10,000, osse was goer 
collected, and under the lead of Sheriff Dic 
Gentry started for the scene of the robbery. 
Marshal Venard was one of the pursui 
party. He was generally considered a g 
easy-going, square surt of a fellow, but per- 
haps slightly deficient in the article of 
„pluck.“ Arrived at the scene of the hold- 
up” the party separated, Gentry and three 
men taking one trail up the mountain and 
Venard and one man another. These latter 
had not p far before they discov- 
ered sigus.“ Venard sent his man back to 
notify Gentry and his men, while he went 
leisurely up the trail. 

Suddenly he was surprised by an ominous 
“click.” He “treed” instanter, and speedily 
discovered that he had the three highwaymen 
„surrounded.“ Then began a system of 
maneuvcring for position and advantage. 
They were three to one, and each man had his 
tree, but Venard was the better general and 
** quicker on trigger.“ When the Sheriff and 
his party arrived in about an hour they 
found two of the robbers dead, the third mor- 
tally wounded, and Venard unharmed, hold- 
the field and the treasure-box, with the $10.000 
intact. 

From that day Marshal Venard was more 
or less of a hero, and there was none to ques- 
tion his courage or his sagacity in a trying 
situation. 

In this same Nevada City a funny incident 
occurred in connection with the visit of Schuy- 
ler Colfax and Gov. Bross in 1864. Distin- 
guished visitors were rare in that remote re- 
gion, and it was determined that the town 
should spread itself on this important occa- 
sion. The visitors wers expected dn the stage 
from Sacramento, which was due about 5 p. 
m. They were to stop at the National Hotel, 
of which John Lancaster was the proprietor. 
Mr. Lancaster was also commander of the 
local military organization, and the boys 
were ordered ont to do honor to the visitors. 
The company paraded in good style with 
Capt. Lancaster at the . Finally word 
was received that the stage was two hours 
mar the company was tem y dis- 
m 


While awaiting fhe errival of the stage the 
soldiers mainly occupied their time in going 
through the manual of arms at the bar of the 
National. Finally the visitors arrived and 
after they had brushed the stains of travel 
from their garments were called out upon the 
veranda to witness the evolutions of the mili- 
tary.

A Remarkable Similarity Between Modes 
of Acting and Methods of Making a 
Signature — Specimens from a Valuable 
Collection of Autograph Letters of the 
Great Tragedians — Signatures of Kem- 
ble, the Keans, Macready, Garrick, For- 
rest, Pheips, Young, Wallack, and Payne. 

That the character of a man may be judged 
by his handwriting has been denied. It has 
been shown that the most preciseand method- 
ical of men may write an unseemly scrawl 
and that the most impetuous and excitable 
person may become an expert in regularity 
when he takes a pen in hand. Much may be 


argued pro and con upon the subject of char- |

acter in handwriting; but the accompanying 
signatures and letters of eminent tragedians 
are fair evidence in favor of the theory that 
much may be learned of a man from a scru- 
tiny of his penmanship. 

The first thing noticeable about these sig- 
natures (which belong to a Chicagoan, who 
enthusiastically collects everything apper- 
taining to the stage) is the resemblance be- 
tween the handwriting and the acting of the 
individual in each case. Here, for example, 
is the writing ot John Philip Kemble, His 
biographer, Boaden, and many other chroni- 
clers have left a record of his method and 
manner on the stage. He was cold, formal, 
and a trifle pompous. He was deliberate to 
an exasperating degree. Sir Thomas Law- 
rence has left a portrait to show posterity 
how the great actor looked as Hamlet. Black 
Jack” or Glorious John,” as be 
was diversely called by his friends or 
his enemies, was one of the gentlemen 
of the stage. He did not believe in the eccen- 
tricities of genius; he was a believer in Mi- 
chael Angelo’s theory that genius is toil. He 
was laborious and methodical, regular and 
painstaking, and his handwriting is curiously 
like his acting. His letter, too, expresses the 
man’s character, kindly, gracious, and consid- 
erate. ‘* I have been in bed for some days.“ 


be writes. in consequence of an indisposi- 


tion; nor would I write now but that I exert 
myself to prevent your entertaining for a mo- 
ment — notion of your having done or writ- 
ten anyt ing in the world that I have taken 
amiss. There is something a trifle formal 
and stagey about this, but it is thoroughly 
characteristic of this ** noblest Roman of them 
all,“ as his admirers liked to call him. 

Edmund Kean was the antithesis of Kemble,

hand. A man who nder knew precisely the 
identity of his father; a boy whose mother 
deserted him as a cause of shame and care 
brought up on the stage, Kean’s vagabond and 
luckless life in the provinces terminated in a 
gone début in London. It was then that 

azlitt wrote of him: When the sun bursts 
from behind a cloud, I am not the man to 
stop and ask if it is the moon.” It was after 
his first glorious night as Shylock that his 
half-starved wife. asked him: What did 


Lord say?“ “Lord——be d—d,” said 
the actor; “the pit rose at me.“ 
But Kean could not stand prosper- 


ity as well as he had borne adversity. He was 
always reckless and dissipated. * Some said 
there was a touch of insanity about him. In 
his latter years he was fond of parading his 
knowledge of Latin. The Collector has two 
other characteristic letters of Kean, one com- 
plaining of the gout and the other exacting 
some tribute from a manager to his superior- 
ity as an artist. 

y's writing brings us back to the 
Kemble class of actors, the players who make

themselves instead of those who, like Kean, 
are made by nature. The difference between 
Macready and Kean appears distinctly in their 
handwritings. Kean was a nervous, impet- 
uous creature, filled with a fiery, energetic 
taleut. He was wonderfully versatile, and 
had played Sir Giles and Harlequin on 
the same night. Macready was a self- 
made actor. When he announced his 
intention of becoming a tragedian 
some kindly friend laughed and said: What! 
With that face? He had much to contend 
with. The signature of this actor has much 
in common with his mannerisms in art. The 
letter, too, suggests his fondness for associa- 
tion with literary men and enterprises. I 
am most happy.“ he writes to James the 
novelist, “to find your name among the 
drama’s votaries, and shall receive your play 
with much pleasure.“ Another letter of his

ing to give a clew to the tempérament of him 
of whom Goldsmith wrote as an abridgment 
of all that is pleasant in man.“ The character 
of Garrick was a mosaic. He was painted by 
Joshua Reynolds as a subject of con- 
tention between the muses of com- 
edy and tragedy. “ A man between vice and 
virtue, as a French writer described 
the picture, ignorant of its theme. He was both 
comedian and tragedian; he wrote well, was 
a close friend to the bright literary lights of 
his day, was an object of jealousy to old Dr. 
Johnson, and was the accepted lover of the 
fascinating Peg Woffington. He was various- 
ly estimated the most generous and the most 
parsimonious of men. His was an eclectic 
temperament. Strangely enongh Garrick’s 
letters, though exponsive, fare not as costly as 
those of Edmund Kean or George Frederick 
Cooke, who came long after him. Garrick was 
a steady liver and his corresyondence was 
most extensive. Cooke was nearly aways 
drunk, and Kean’s letters were generally writ- 
ten by his wife. 

The handwriting of Charles Kean is that of 
a steady-going man of business, which the 
son of his great father was, primarily. Ed- 
mund Kean was determined that his son

Of James William Wallack it has been said: 
He wrote his name broad and deep in letters 
of gold across the dramatic period in which 
he lived.“ Broad and deep was the handwrit- 
ing of this actor with a pen as well, Wallack 
was equally good in tragedy, mel ma, and 
high comedy. His signature may be de- 
scribed as melodramatic, William Winter 
says of him: He was so essentially a dra- 


matic person that almost every scene in which 
he participated, whether off the stage or 
on, seemed to derive from him a 


theatrical: atmosphere and to become pict- 
uresque. He a rare combina- 
tion of handsome presence, distinguished 
manners, aud thorough dramatic — —

From looking at the prints of Master Betty 
in the shops young Payne became imbued 
with histrionic ambition. He made his début 
when 17 years of age, though he passed for 
much younger. His success was so great 
that, on the occasion of his benefit, 
tickets sold at premiums ranging from 
$ to $50. In London, where he was 
billed as “The American Roscius,” he had 
nearly equal success. In Paris he met Talma, 
the great actor, with whom he formed a 
friendship that lasted till Talma’s death. He 
deserted the stage when he found that he 
sessed literary ability and devoted him to 
writing plays. He wrote more than sixty 
works for the ; but few of them survive. 
If he can gaze down upon us from the para-

NARROW WAISTS OF WOMEN, 


Both Natural and Proper in Women of 
Our Time and Race—The Matronly Milo. 
American Naturalist: We are repeatedly 

told that a narrow waistis a deformity pro- 


‘duced by artificial compression and that the 


just model for the healthy normal woman is 
the robust and matronly Venus of Milo. Now 
the anthropologist knows that this general as- 
sertion is not true as applied to the civilized 
white woman. It is especially characteristic 
of the highest types of woman ofthe Indo- 
European race to have wide hips and 
a narrow waist up to the age when 
adipose tissue fills to greater uniformity 
of outline the graceful curve which is so gen- 
erally admired. It is weil known that the 
form of the pelvis differs in the different 
races, so that in the white race the female pel- 
vis differs from that ofthe male more than is 
the case with the African. In latter the 
female pelvic strait is, as in the male, longer 
in antero-posterior than in transverse 
diameter; in the female Mongolian the strait 
is subquadrate in outline, while in the Indo- 
European the strait is oval, with the trans- 
verse diameter greater than the antero- 
terior. Thus the white woman has wider Rips 
than the woman of inferior races, and 
she is in so far more unlike the male than 
they. The larger pelvic cavity of the female 
is an adaptation to the increase in the bulk of 
its contents incident to ion; and it fol- 
lows that when this cavity is not so occupied 
the movable viscera fill the space. From this 
results the contraction of the abdominal walls 
immediately above the pelvis known as the 
waist. It is then clear that the diameter of 
the waist 1s inversely as the diameter of the 
pelvis, and the differential of diameter is 
greatest as the transeverse diameter of the 
pelvis exceeds the antero-posterior.

Of all the creatures of the animal kingdom 
fishes present the most curious forms. In 
land animals we find no such striking diversi- 
ties. In a general way the variation in color 
and disposition of plumage mark the birds, 
and, as a rule, the beasts vary one from the 
other in length of limb, tail, and neck, but in 
the fishes nature seems to have run riot in

fashioning misshapen forms. They possess a 
general type of structure in common with the 
other creatures of the three great classes of 
the animal kingdom. They have eyes and 
ears, a mouth, a backbone, and limbs, a heart, 
breathing apparatus, teeth and brains—in fact, 
all the organs necessary to sustain life, create 
in kind, and to forage for food, yet their ex- 


ternal anatomy is often of a most grotesque ‘ 


character. , 

The bitds of the tropics are not clothed in 
more brilliant colors than the fishes of the 
warm seas. Nature has been lavish in their

adornment, with a vivacity of coloration 
alongside of which the most elaborate parterre 
of modern horticulturists seems tame and fad- 
ed. T. Rymer Jones descrives this kaleido- 


scopic display of fish coloration with a grace- 


ful pen: 

The splendor of every metal, the blaze of every 
gem glitter upon their surfac®; iridescent colors. 
breaking and reflecing in bands, in spots, in an- 
gies, or in undulating lines always regular or sym- 
metrical, graduating or contrasting with admir- 
able effect and harmony, flash over their sides. 
For whom have they received such gifts, they 
who at most can barely perceive each other in the 
twilight of the deep, and, even if they could see 
distinctly. what species of pleasure can they de- 
rive from such combinations? 

In contrast with this great beauty of colora- 
tion the New York Sun has examined some 
of the repulsive forms and strange develop- 
ments of organic fish life: 

The goby, a family of fishes distinguished 
by a disk formed by the ventral fins which en

ables them to attach theif bodies firmly to 
rocks or other substances, is represented by 
an odd specimen, a sort of half-breed, which 
has some of the habits of the batracians or 
amphibians. Its scientific name is Perioph- 
thalmus koelreuteri, the extent of which seems 
to have exhausted nomenclature in this par- 
ticular case, as no other name can be found 
for it even in its natal waters. 
fish, and builds nests of seaweeds and grasses, 
the male watching the eggs until hatched. It 
is a native of the tropics (Indo-Pacific wa- 
ters), and prefers a muddy bottom, in which 
it excavates canals to pass the winter in. But 
its most striking peculiarity is the habit it 
has of leaving the water at the ebb of the tide 
and feeding on the small crustacea and other 
substances exposed by the receding tide. Ow- 
ing to its strong pectoral and ventral fins and 
tail it can hop freely and rapidly over the 
grovnd. So quick are its movements that it 
is almost as difficult to catch it with the hand 
as it is the ordinary pond frog. The peculiar 
construction of its eyes, which are very mova- 
ble, and, as will be seen by the illustration, 
capable of being thrust far out of their sock- 
ets, enables it to see in the air as well as in 
the water. When the eyes are drawn in they 
are protected by a membraneous eyelid. 
From this amphibious frog-fish the transi- 
tion is natural to one that can climb trees. It 
is calied Anabas scandens in the books, and 
‘climbing perch” by the natives of the In-

dian region. It seldom exceeds six inches in 
length, and has a resemblance in general form 
to the ordinary perches, having large scales 
and strong spines on the gill covers and fins. 
In 1797 Daldorf in a paper read before the 
Linnean Society of London, states that in 1791 
he took a climbing perch in the act of ascend- 
ing a tree which grew near a pond. The fish 
had reached a height of five feet above the 
water and was still going higher. In doing 
this it held on to the bark of the tree by the 
sharp spines of the front and lower gilt cov- 
ers, bent its tail and stuck in the spines of its 
anal, the back fin on the belly; it then re- 
leased its head, and, raising it, took a new 
hold higher up with the spines of the gill cov- 
ers, urging its way up by distending or con- 
tracting its body. Thetestimony of Daldorf 
has been corroborated by other travelers. 
This perch leaves pools when they are in dan- 
ger of being dried up, and travels in search of 
water, and when doing so they have been met 
with in the glare of noon toiling along a dusty 
road. But its migrations are generally per- 
formed at night orin the early morning while 
the grass is still wet with dew. It is said that 
the boatmen of the Ganges keep these perches 
in a vessel without water for days, killing and

cooking them as wanted from day to day, the 
fish bei always as lively as when first 
caught. It is said that they are enabled to 
maintain life out of their native element so 
long a time because of the retention of a sup- 
ply of water in the interstices of the bones ad- 
jacent to the gills. 

A curious elongation of the snout occurs in 
the boar-fish or bastard dorey, one of the ma- 
rine perches native to Australian waters, much 
esteemed as a fish food. Its flesh improves in 
flavor after being out of the water twenty-four 
hours, hence it is much sought for by inland 
people. The use of the snout in fishes appears 
to be merely mechanical, for rooting pur- 
poses, and its prolongation would appear to be 
simply a freak of nature, other fishes of the 
same family and habits having only the usual 
length of snout. 

A striking exception to the rule laid down 
as to the use of the snout in the boar fish oc- 
curs in the archer fish (Toxotes jaculator). 
one of the chelmos, a native of the East Indies. 
This fish is about six to seven inches in length 
and has a slightly prolonged snout, from 
which it projects drops of water, with sure 
aim, at insects, causing them to fall into the 
water, where they are instantly seized as prey. 
This habit it continues in captivity, and it is 
said to be highly, prized as a household pet by 
the Malays, who keep it in captivity in a bowl

We have five species of this fish (Astra- 
cion cornutus) in American waters, four on the 
Atlantic and one on the Pacific, Atl of them 
are prized as curious and sold in the curiosity 
shops. In the West Indies and in Florida the 
trunk fishes are sometimes cooked in their 
own shells, and are considered by epicures a 
delicacy, but if kept too long before cooking 
they are apt to be poisonous, Their colora- 
tion is rather a pretty blending of brown, yel- 
low, blue, or green, with blotches here and 
there of a bluish tint.

ing in appearance than the telescope fish, of 
which we give an illustration. This variety 
is the most highly valued as a curious addi- 
tion to aquarium life. It hag the usual habits 
of the goldfish, bemg a vegetable eater and 
inoffensive to other fish life. 

The paradise fish, another aquarium pet, 
shows an abnormal development of fin 
growth, the area of the fins beinggreater than 
that of the body. It is of the carp family, and 
of most brilliant coloration. The head is 
ashy gray, mottled with irregular dark spots; 
the gills are azurene blue, bordered with b ril- 
liant crimson; the eyes are yellow and red, 
with a black pupil; the sides of the body and 
the crescent-shaped caudal fin are deep 
crimson, the former having ten or twelve 
vertical blue stripes, and the latter is bor- 
dered with blue. The under surtace of

the body is continually changing color— 
sometimes it is white, at Others gray or black. 
But when the large fins are distended, as they 
are in combat at the spawning season, a won- 
derful beauty of coloration 1s exhibited. At 
such times the tail fin appears to be covered 
with little pearls, and the under surface of the 
fish becomes jet black; the dorsal or back fin 
changes constantly from brilliant green toin- 
digo blue, now and then showing white spots, 
and, while the body is in tremulous motion, 
radiating colors of every conceivable hue. 

All intelligent readers are familiar with the 
physical outline of the flounder, a flat fish 
tbat, when young, swims in an upright posi- 
tion, but, as maturity develops, becomes top- 
heavy and falls over on its side, and passes its 
lite in that position. This loss of balance we 
can readily understand, as the law of physics 
explains it. 

But just here comes in the work of nature, 
which in a mysterious way takés the two eyes, 
of which there were originally one on each 
side of the head, and, by a process beyond the 
ken and reason why of the learned scientists, 
transposes these two eyes to the upper side of 
the fish, in which position they face the light 
and become useful for its life purposes. 

Another of the pipe fishes, to which family 
the sea horse belongs, presents a remarkably

singular appearance. It isa native of Aus- 
tralian waters, and is known to ichthyologists 
as the Phyllopterex eques, and attains a length 
of tweive inches, with habits similar to those 
Of the sea horse. An illustration of the 
skeleton only can be given, but this will in- 
dicate the abnormal development of spines 
along the entire body, which is very much 
compressed. The tail is fully as long as the 
trunk, and the snout is very prominent. Little 
is known of its life history. 

Of the deep sea fishes, of which so little is 
known, there are two which present anomalies 
in stomach construction, which organ has 
got more relative elastic properties than even 
those of the boaconstrictor or deer-swallow- 
ing snake. The drawing below shows a deep 
sea fish, of undesignated species, after 
swallowing a laige fish evidently greater in 
bulk than itself. This species seldom grows 
toagreater length than twelve inches, and 
has been taken in the deep seas at Madeira 
and off the coast of Massachusetts. The one 
shown in the drawing was caught at the depth 
of 1,500 fathoms. 

‘Lhe second illustration is that of one of the 
pedicalate fishes, such as the fishing frogs,

toad, bat, and others of bizarre forms. The 
specimen shown was about four inches long, 
and contained im its stomach, rolled up spir- 
ally into a ball, a fish seven and a half inches 
in length and about one inch in depth. It may 
be well to note, in éxplanation of the enor-

A REVIEW OF HER WORK DURING 
HER CHICAGO ENGAGEMEDST. 


Her Wonderful Impersonation of the Char- 
acters She Essays—Something About the 
Piays, Their Beauties and Imperfections 
How She Differs from Other Actresses 
Who Have Appeared in the Same Pieces 
— Musical and Dramatic Notes. 


Mme. Bernhardt in playing Cleopatra every 
evening during the week gave a frequent vis- 
itor to MeVicker’s occasion to notice the pre- 
cision and exactness of her art. She is not 
one of those actresses who rely on the inspira- 
tion of the moment, but caiculates all her ef- 


fects, measuring gestures and intonations 80 
that those of one night approach those of an- 
other within a hairsbreadth. If tonight the 
full blown flower with which she dallies slips 
from her fingers be sure that in tomorrow's 
and every other performance the seeming 
mischance will occur at the proper 
instant. Her arms are outstretched 
or uplifted for a certain number of seconds; 
at the following performance there is no varia- 
tion in the curve of the gesture or in the time 
it occupies, 

But let not the student of Diderot’s Par- 
adox’’ conclude at once that this actress is 4 
woman without feeling, or that in discovering 
the most painstaking calculztion in her work 
he has “plueked out the heart of her mys- 
tery.“ Observe her closely in the third act of 
„Camille,“ when the tears rain down her face, 
and in a score of situations in her other plays 
wherein she is agitated by various pas- 
sions, and it is impossible to doubt 
that she is a woman of feeling. 
One does not claim that she will weep with the 
saine precision she will repeat a gesture or an 
intonation. But the shell of the impersonation 
is always the same, and it is always effective, 
whether the soul of feeling be present or oniy 
me shadow. In one word, the form is invaria- 

e. 

Here occurs a question which belongs, per- 
haps, to the province of pathology rather than 
that of dramatic criticism. If an actress feels 
real emotion, not only night after night, but 
year after year, is it not a natural result that 
she should become thin and haggard and a ner- 
vous wreck? Does not the experience of acute 
feeling in every department of art offer 
an excuse for and explanation of the 
eccentricities and excesses which mark artistic 
natures? Many of these natures suffer wreck; 
others develop symmetrically. Mme. Bern- 
hardt, both intellectually and physically, be- 
longs to the latter class. She is now in the 
height of her art, and her health seems per- 
fect. Last week she appeared in ten perform- 
ances (counting four matinées) and the 
writer could not find in her work 
any evidence of fatigue or _ shirking. 
The conclusion is that Sarah Bernhardt iu the 
late summer of her life is an example of 
health and greatness united in an emotional 
actress. Feel has been controlled always 
in her by intellectuality. Thiuk of her pro- 
fessional sisters who have possessed more 
of her emotion but less of her art—what 

itiable failures all ultimately became. 
n Shakspeare’s “Antony and Cleopatra 
(Heaven save the mark!) the hero says in ex- 
planation of his prowess late in life, 
— Let have we 
A brain that nourishes our nerves— 
an observation that grows more pregnant the 
longer one ponders it.

Those who saw Mme. Bernhardt only in 
Sardou's Cleopatra, which was given every 
night during the second week, did not see ber 
to the best advantage, and would wrong 
her by judging her by the impression they 
received, as if they should estimate 
a poet by reading a single poem. 
There is a popular rage at present for every- 
thing that satisfies the eye, and from the over- 
flowing houses that Cleopatra attracted the 
management was shrewd in pushing forward 
this spectacle.

et the beauties of her style were perceptible 
to those who saw her often in the part, for 
they are as infinite in variety as were the 
personal charms of the seductive 
Queen. Her posture was alone 
a study in the first interview with Antony; 
and her tones of cajoling coquetry were 
differentiated from thcse caressing accents 
which afterwards expressed her genuine love. 
In the second act she had merely to stand 
against a pillar at the right of the stage during 
tne conversation of Antony with the messengers 
from Rome; and here she made herself the 
crowning figure of interest in a picture that 
was com with a painter’s skill. Thus 
did she often make Cleopatra imperial where 
the dramatist had failed to do anything for 
the character. She even gave dignity to that 
uudignified position in which she plays 
the eavesdropper on her lover and his ad- 
visers, who were maligning her. The strata- 
gem of having Cleopatra carried in a rug into 
Antony’s palace was not a dramatically ef- 
fective expedient for Sardou to. employ, al- 
though tradition relates that this was the wa 
in which the siren, when young, insinua 
herself into Ceesar’s presence. 

The death scene was simple and striking 
and without the sensational features that had 
been predicted for it. It is not necessary for 
this actress to indulge in the contortions with 
which her imitators who attempt her parts 
are accustomed to advertise themselves. She 
did not fall from couches, dive down a flight 
of stairs, or roll to the center of the stage. 

* 
* ** 

There are actors who are expert in portray- 
ing eccentric characters who so change all ex- 
ternals, such as voice, gait, face, etc., as to 
deceive even their intimates by the transfor- 
mation. If one were to describe Mine, Bern- 
hardt’s chief gift one would say that she does 
to her soul exactly what actors of a lower 
class do to their externals. She does 
not step from the habiliments of one 
character into those of another; but she 
works from within outward, Her actions, her 
walk, her tones are not assumed by imitation 
but they flow naturally from the new spiritual 
self. This acting is not mimicry; it is far 
above the mimie art; it is creative in the same 
sense that the great poet or the great sculpt- 
tur’s work is a creation. 

Contrast two such characters as Mme. Bern- 
hardt’s Jeanne and Cleopatra. ‘The same face 
confronts one from the rough serge garments 
and from the cloth .of gol Yet there are 
two characters as far apart in their spirit- 
uality as the poles. The method of medi- 
ocrity is to imitate what each character would 
do; the method of genius is-to identify itself 
with either character and the attributes of 
each accompany its essence. The Frenchwom- 
an’s forte is in the line of women who 
unite wickedness with brilliancy. Such char- 
acters Sardou has provided her because her 
subtle Oriental face lends itself to such types 
and also because for tne great heroines of 
tragedy (according to critics of a decade ago) 
she lacks temperamental solidarity. But 
wbatever her forte may be, let a spectator see 
her in the character of Jeanne, and if he sees 
the actress for the first time he will never 
suspect that the countenance he beholds, in- 
nocent as the fields and mystic with a knowl- 
edge not of earth, could also reflect with equal 
or greater vividness all the Jezebels of history 
5 

Perhaps the richest illustration of technical 
acting in her repertory is ber Marguerite 
Gautier, or Camille. Other actresses have 
painted the sorrows of this character so as to 
powerfully affect audiences: but he who sees 
Mme. Bernhardt play it feels that he has seen 
Camille as she existed in the brain of 
the author—more that—us she will 
exist in that of the spectator himself for the 
future. He will see other actresses who will 
idealize the character into a saint; some will 
make it pathetic; some, coarse; but he has 
seen it rendered with a truth, a moderation, 
and an exquisiteness of art which are unsur- 
passable.

Bernhardt 
is not in full sympathy with them, partly be- 
cause American audiences would not be at- 
tracted by them, not one of the great plays of 
French literature has been brought out by 
France's greatest actress.

Tree and Directs his Assistants How to 

‘Dispatch a Wounded Lioness—A Sports- 

man’s Heaven. 

APE TOWN, July 26.— 

[Special Correspond- 

ence. In the preced- 

ing letter I omitted to 

mention that on the 

evening of our arrival 

at Lion Camp,“ 

while Capt. Williams 

and I were preparing 

the dinner, Lee had 

gone out on foot with 

his rifle and had shot 

at and wounded a sa- 

ble antelope only a 

short distance from 

the camp. This buck 

we started to hunt up 

on the morning of 

July 25. Lee and 

soon found its spoor, but were 

unable to follow it far, and we shortly after- 

ward gave up the pursuit. We then separated, 

fee and 1 hunting toward the east, Capt. 

Williams and the boy going south. On this 

day we were poorly provided with horses for 
hunting purposes. 

I had lett my shooting pony, Charlie, a per- 

fectly trained and steady animal, from off 

whose back I can fire, at the camp, as I had 

ridden him the previous day, and was 

mounted on a strong. somewhat underbred 

bay horse, a good roadster, but unsuited to 

shooting or to the chase. Lee was riding a 

weedy little chestnut pony which had been 

purchased at Kimberley for thesum of £8. 

Capt. Williams was mounted on a bay pony 

named the Tortoise, which name sufficiently 

describes him, and the boy bestrode a large, 

raw-boned, cock-throppled hag called Nelson. 

But it had never occurred to Capt. Williams 

or to me that anythmg very wonderful in the 

way of steeds was necessary. We looked 

upon them merely as conveyances for getting 

over the ground quicker than we could on 

foot. Since this morning I have come to the 

conclusion that shooting in South Africa, un- 

less it is to be accompanied with great risk, 

requires that the sportsman should be mount- 

ed on a perf -trained, well-bred, fast 


just as tiger shooting in India requires 
a steady and courageous elephant. 


The Lion Hunt. 

For some time, nearly two hours, Lee and I

Williams and the boy not returned as we 
had hoped; so after waiting for them in vain 
for an ur and a half we started back 

to hunt up the wounded lions, taking wit 
Myberg, armed with a smoothbore and ball 
cartridge, and the three dogs. My servant, 
Walden, was very anxious to accompany us, 
and after some hesitation I permitted him * 
come on condition that when we re 

the place where the lions were — 
ascend the tree. He was armed with a 
Martini-Henry rifle and led the dogs. 

no horse for him to ride. 

We made a tour so as to approach the lions 
from the point from which we originally came 
upon them. Lee's skill in finding his way in 
this veldt, where one spot looks exactly like 
another, was simply marvelous. Getting near 
the place I put Walden into a tree with instruc- 
tions not to descend until he heard me whistle, 
and proceeded, with the dogs ranging about, 
straight to the place where the second wound- 
ed lion lay. When we were within a few yards 
of the spot we heard very clearly that peculiar 
growling, grunting, sobbing sound to which 
before I have alluded. 

Some Chance Shots, 

Lee said, * That means you are to come no 
nearer, upon which we retreated a little and 
consulted. The grass was so thick we could 
not see the lion. I suggested that we should 
climb into trees and fire shots into the patch 
to see what state she was in and possibly to 
move her out of it. This plan was adopted, 
and, having tethered the horses away some 
distance, we approached and ascended two 
trees which overlooked the particnlar patch of 
grass. Here Myberg’s strength and stature 
served to great advantage, for I stood upon 
his shoulders and ascended some twenty feet 
high into the tree. Lee and Myberg ascended 
another close by, from which, fortunately, 
they were able to discern the whereabouts of 
the lion. They fired three shots, and the ces- 
sation of the growling, which till then had 
been continuous and distinct, showed that the 
bullets had done their work. 

We then descended and walked into the 
grass and found the lioness dead. She had an 
awful wound in her left shoulder, which was 
completely shattered by the Martini-Henry 
bullet used by Lee. A bullet through che 
neck from the tree had finished her off. The 
behavior of my pointer dog had been very ex- 
eee: He had ranged about with much 

om and courage, but whenever he ap- 
proached the spot where the lioness lay his tail 
ropped between his legs and he slinked away. 
The two other dogs were perfectly useless. 
What you want fora lion are good curs, which 
get near the spot and bark and annoy the lion 
and make him show himself. We had now to 
look for the other wounded lioness. Unfortu- 
nately we failed to find her anywhere. She 
must have recovered and wade off during the 
two or three hours of our absence. Then there 
was nothing to be done but to skin the dead 
lioness. She was an old lady of great size, 
with her front teeth much worn away. Her 
skin was in perfect order. 

It was now dusk, and we had some difficulty 
in finding our way back to camp, distant 
about two miles. Here we found apt. Will- 
ams. who had hunted and badly wounded 
three quaggas, but had been unable to secure 
any of them owing to the poor quality of his 
steed. So ended what was tome a memora- 


ble day. 
Another Day of Sport. 


It had been arranged with Maj. Giles that 
I was to start to rejoin him the 27th, but the 
attractions ofthis spot were so great and the 
gains apparently so numerous that Capt. Will- 
iams and I determined to stay another 
day. Off we started at daybreak Monday, 
the 27th, Capt. Williams and 1, and the 
boy. I decided that we should keep all to 
8 as lions were evidently about, Capt. 
Villiams and the ‘* Baboon” having seen 
much spoor on Saturday, and I didnot choose 
to run the risk of Capt. Williams having such 
an experience as I had had with no one tohelp 
him but the boy, who not only speaks no Eng- 
lish, but would probably run away if lions 
appeared, After riding along for more than 
a couple of hours iu Indian file, Lee discov- 
ered a herd of more than a dozen quaggas. 
Capt. Williams dismounted and flred at one 
that was facing bi n, and away dashed the 
herd with us in hot pursuit. @ soon came 
up with them, and in aspot where the veldt 
was fairly open I got a capital shot from my 
horse’s back at a quagga that was galloping 
along about 100 yards away. To my great de- 
light he dropped tothe shot. I found after- 
ward that the bullet had hit him high on the 
back, which it broke. We galloped on, keep- 
ing the game in view, and had four more shots 
with uncertain effect. 
. * herd of quaggas bounding through the 
* a lovely appearance. u we 
as it was no use killi any more of 
— It would not have been difficult to kill 
the whole lot. On going back we found the 
one Capt. Williams had originally fired at 
lying dead, shot through the chest. The skin- 
ning of the two dead quaggas occupied the 
best part of two hours, when we resumed the 
chase, determined to kill no more quaggas. 


Fine Game. 


We had not gone 200 yards when we per- 
ceived a solitary one grazing. As we watched 
it it lay down. On our approach with harm- 
less intentions it bounded off, when we dis- 
covered it was badly wounded. We galloped 
after it, thinking it better to finish it off. e 
chase lasted ten minutes, during which it re- 
ceived three bullets without dropping. A ball 
from my Frazer express finally settled him. 
We were proceeding to skin him and to water 
the horses in a pool hard by when we pose 
startled by the sound of a loud **covey’”’ from 
the boy, who had been left about half a — 
behind us. * 

We galloped in the direction which the boy 
said the lion had taken, but though we found 
and followed his spoor for some distance we 
never saw hit. greatly to the distress of Capt. 
Williams. I forgot to state that we had dis- 
covered that the quagga last killed was one 
which had been wounded by Capt. Williams 
the previous Saturday. We did not return to 
him, but left him to the vultures and the 
jackals. On our way back to camp Capt. 
Williams and I each secured close to the river 
two cow water bucks. We were rather un- 
fortunate on this occasion, as. immediately 
after we had fired a fine bull water buck with 
long hurns and an equally good koodoo bull 
made their appearance from the sprint in 
which the cows had been feeding, and went off 
unharmed. 

We are off tomorrow to rejoin Maj. Giles, a 
journey of three or four days. We expect — 
find him on the Lundi River.

THE NEWARK CITY ELECTION.

Americans Are the Sober People of the 
Earth. ' 

Dr. B. P. Beaudrois, an intelligent physician of 
Paris, is visiting acquaintances in Chicago. He 
paid Americans a compliment in words substanti- 
ally as follows during a reception tendered him 
at the home of his friends: 

Nou Americans have a reputation abroad that 
is not deserved. Before Icame here IL was under 
the impression from all I had heard that you peo- 
ple drank for your amusement. I was told that 
American business-men would leave their work at 
any time and indulge in the cup. In fact, if 
you will pardon me for saying it, we have 
been told that your women are: addicted to 
tippling. I do not find it so, On the contrary, I 
find that you Americans are the soberest people I 
have met anywhere. I find that yon know how 
to take a drink and quit; that you have your 
times for indulging. It is not so abroad. I think 
more liquor is consumed in Paris than in any 
city in the world: Regarded as a matter of 
drink simply, Ihave no hesitancy in saying that 
France is, acountry of drunkards. I saw some 
statistics as I was leaving which showed that 
last year 8,000 people had been sent to inebri- 
ate asylums; they had drank them- 
selves crazy. This is frightful. And the 
appalling part of it is that the majority were 
women. The proportion was three to two. Drank- 
enness is also increasing in Austria, in Germany. 
and in} England. Belgium is reeling from drink. 
Your people are sobering off, if what I have heard 
before was true. 1 am pleased to learn that there 
are men in your country who are treating 
drunkenness as a disease. That,in my humbie 
judgment, is the broper treatment. I shall watch 
the result with eagerness. If it succeeds, Mon 
Dieu. what a field there will be in Franze.”’ 


Chinese Conservatism. 

Said a Board of Trade man living on the North 
Side: I have a friend in China studying the lan- 
guage and mingling intimately with the people, 
who maintains that at this distance we have real- 
ly distorted views of Chinese politics. This 
friend is Miss Nellie Russell, formerly a city mis- 
sionary of Moody's church here, and now under 
the American Board. In arecent letter to my 
family she says: The present Emperor—and 
also his predecessor—is not a native Chinese, but 
a Mantchoo, and the Chinese are intensely hostile 
to him. He has lately cut down the pay-roll of 
old soldiers, thus angering them, and a society 
has been formed which purposes to overthrow 
the present government. To do this they seem 
to think the best way is to get China into 
war with fureign nations. To be sure the foreign- 
ers and their religion are hated, but it is not a 
question of religion they are fighting for. These 
leaders circulate terrible stories of foreigners to 
anger the ignorant people and to incite them to 
violence. It is the scholars and officials who hate 
foreigners and not the mass of the people. Of 
course the outcome of this ‘present agitation is 
uncertain, but at this close range it looks like 
civil war unless the government accedes to the 


,demands of the foreign powers and opens to com- 


merce the interior Provinee of Honan. which is 
the hot-bed of the local troubles bere. This prov- 
ince has always held aloof and will to the bitter 
end. The people there have just burned 1,200 tel- 
egraph poles sent by the government for the erec- 
tion of a new line, contending that it shall never 
be finished. The day is not yet when foreign na- 
tions shall be generally welcomed here.”

There is no authority of existing law to 
redeem any paper money in gold or silver bullion, 
but the government purchased nearly a million 
ounces silver today with Treasury notes at 
about 97 cents an ounce, and any owner of Treas- 
ury notes can do the same. The director of the 
Mint tenders his kind offices unofficially to the 
Chairman of the Democratic Committee in Boston 
with an offer to purchase for him 1.000 ounces of 
silver bullion, to be paid for in Treasury notes. 


Old Silver Dollars. 

. A few days ago a store of bright silver dollars 
—.— dates from 1823 to 1830 were sent to the 
nomy Bank in Pennsylvania, and they have a 
history.

The Baldwin Locomotive Works of Philadel- 
phia has just completed for the freight service of 
the Erie railway the largest compound locomotive 
in the world. The weight of the engine is 135,000 
pounds, exclusive of the tender. It has three 
pairs of driving-wheels sixty-two inches in diame- 
ter. The weight on these wheels, which is the 
measure of the power of the locomotive, is 107,000 

unds. Its length is 56 feet, and height 16 feet. 
t is expected that this engine can be run at a 
saving of from 30 to 40 per cent over the same size 
single expansion engine. But, after all, the Erie's 
new locomotive will not appear so big when the 
Baldwin company has constructed, for the same 
company. five new ones which are to weigh 177,000 
pounds each.
